NEW YORK, Dec. 20 (AP)— 
President-elect Eisenhower will 


meet Monday with four key of- 
ficials of the new administra- 
tion and representatives of an or- 
ganization created to alert Amer- 
ica to the threat of Communism. 

Eisenhower headquarters today 
announced plans for the confer- 
ence as aids reported that the 
General has started drafting two 
major messagts which will set 
forth in general outline his do- 
mestic and foreign programs. 

The first is the speech the Presi- 
dent-elect will make inauguration 
day, Jan. 20. 

The other is the “state of. the 
union” message he will give to 
Congress shortly after he takes 
office. He probably will go before 
the Congress to deliver that mes- 
sage personally. 

His General Philosophy. 

The inauguration speech is 
likely to deal mainly with Eisen- 
hower’s general philosophy of 
government and the broad objec- 
tives of the first Republican Ad- 
ministration in 20 years. The mes- 
sage to Congress will contain his 
legislative program. 

On Monday Eisenhower will 
lunch at his Commodore Hotel 
headquarters with members of 
“the Committee on the Present 
Danger,” headed by Dr. James 
B. Conant, president of Harvard 
University. 

Sitting in with Eisenhower and 
Conant will be John Foster 
Dulles, .Secretary of State-desig- 
nate; Herbert Brownell, who will 
be Attorney General; Harold E. 
Stassen, director of the Mutual 
Security Agency in the new Ad- 
ministration, and Roger M. Kyes,

Organized 2 Years Ago. 

The committee was organized 
two years ago to alert Congress 
land the general public to the 
threat of Communism, both at 
home and abroad, and to spur 
military preparedness. -Haggerty 
said the conference will deal with 
those subjects. 

The committee, which describes 
itself as a nonpartisan organiza- 
tion, has about 50 members over 
the country. 

In reply to reporters’ questions, 
Hagerty said Monday’s conference 
was not necessarily linked to the 
general’s recent trip to the Ko- 
rean war zone. But he said the 
situation there might be dis- 
cussed. 

The Eisenhower Administration 
officidis who will attend are those 
most directly concerned with the 
danger of Communism at home 
and overseas. 

Completing his first week back 
at his desk since he returned 
‘from Korea last Sunday, Eisen- 
hower arrived at his office shortly 
after 8:30 a.m. today and spent 
about two hours in conference 
with Gov. Sherman Adams of 
New Hampshire, who will be as- 
sistant to the new President, and 
other aids. Then he left for a 
round of golf. 

‘Hagerty said that, so far as 
possible, Eisenhower plans to take 
it easy each weekend from now 
until inauguration day. Only 
church services are scheduled to- 
morrow.

who attach special significance to 
the shortest day and longest night 
of the year, the sun will rise at 
7:15 a.m. and will set at 4:45 p.m. 
today. The weather outlook for 
such an important day is remark- 
ably medicore. Cloudy, the weath- 
er bureau says, and continued 
cold. 


CHRISTMAS MAIL 
CANCELLATIONS UP 
TO 51,000,000 HERE. 


Cancellations of Christmas mail 
at the Post Office have exceeded 
51,000,000, Postmaster Bernard F. 
Dickmann announced last night. 
“The peak has not as yet been 
reached but we expect to keep on 
top of the situation,” he said. 
The mail-handling ‘bottleneck 
that developed in former years, 
because of limited space in the 
main building, has been relieved 
by using the basement section of 
Kiel Auditorium as a pick-up and 
delivery center. 

Speedy and frequent home de- 
liveries are being made by more 
than 4000 regular and temporary 
letter carriers in the city and 
county. Over 600 trucks are on 
pick-up service. 


THOUSANDS FLYING 
FROM GERMANY TO 
U.S. FOR CHRISTMAS 


FRANKFURT, Germany, Dec. 
20 (UP)—Thousands of United 
States service men and women in 
Europe are flying home today 
for Christmas in “Operation Santa 
Claus”—the biggest mass trans- 
portation in Germany since the 
1948 Berlin airlift. 

The Army announced early this 
winter that virtually nothing stood 
between American service per- 
sonnel and Christmas at home 
except money. 

Commercial airline . companies 
followed tthe Army’s lead and 
opened an advertising campaign 
on the “Christmas at home” idea. 
One travel bureau offered to lend 
the service personnel] the money 
—about $500 for a roundtrip 
Frankfurt-New York trip. It was 
repayable upon return in “six 
easy monthly payments.” 

Airlines reported a sellout busi- 
ness. 

The Army requires only that 
the service personnel have suf- 
ficient leave time, a round-trip 
ticket and enough money to han- 
dle minor travel expenses.

SALEM, Ore., Dec. 20—Douglas 
McKay, who as President-elect 
Eisenhower's Secretary of the In- 
terior will havé a key role in vital 
development work in the Missouri 
Valley, the Columbia basin’ and 
the other great river regions of 
the nation, is a stanch believer in 
private enterprise and in states’ 
rights, . 
Whether his view will be 


changed by experience in federal 
office remains to be seen. Al- 
ready it is apparent that he can 
be expected to make extensive 
changes in the top personnel of 
the department, This is*his big- 
gest immediate problem. 

The department is a large pro- 
ducer of hydro-electric power and 
the world biggest wholesaler of 
electricity. It is engaged in vast 
irrigation. projects and many 
other activities in which federal 
authofity is paramount. 


’ His Views on Various Issues. 


M¢Kay, who resigned as gov- 
ernor of Oregon Wednesday, has 
refused to give interviews on his 
prospective departmental policies. 
Nearly half of the month since 

s selection was spent on his trip 

the Pacific for conference with 

isenhower. However the Post- 
Dispatch was able to learn in 
Salem, the state capital, sub- 
stantially what McKay's views are 
on some major questions affect- 
ing development and administra- 
tion in the Missouri Vailey and 
the other regional valleys. 

McKay was represented in 
qualified quarters as somewhat 
open-minded on such vital ques- 
tions as the type of administra- 
tive agency that is desirable and 
on the bitter fight between public 
electric power and private power. 

He is dead-set against the val- 
ley authority idea. This is shown 
by his testimony before a con- 
gressional committee in 1949, 
against 4 Columbia Valley author- 
ity proposal. 

He told the: committee he did 
not think the rivalry between the 
Army Corps of Engineers ahd 
Interior’s Bureau of Reclamation 
was. entirely bad, inasmuch as 
these agencies had reached com- 


basin development plans. They 
also reached an agreement on the 
Pick-Sloan plan for the Missouri 
basin, but rivalry between them 
has continued. 


Not Eager to Expand. 

As to transfer of the Army 
Engineers civil functions to In- 
terior — .as proposed by the 
Hoover Commission and under- 
taken and then quickly dropped 
by President Truman last April 
— it is apparent that McKay is 
more interested in reducing 
rather than building up the size 
of his department. However, he 
has shown pride in the work of 
a “Little Hoover Commission” in 
Oregon. There is some indication 
that he has concluded, since his 
testimony on CVA nearly four 
years ago, that inter-departmental 
rivalry is not quite as acceptable 
as he then thought. 

Although the machinery has 
been started for setting up an 
inter-state compact among the 
Columbia basin states, McKay is 
skeptical of the ability of such 
an agency to administer basin 
developments. It is evident that 
he regards the compact, as yet 
untried in the Pacific Northwest, 
as only a helpful means of pre- 
venting conflicts among states 
over precious water. 

Meanwhile, governors of the 
Missouri basin states have 
launched a move for a federal 
inter-state compact. Eisenhower 
in two campaign speeches spoke 
approvingly of the general prin- 
ciple of such a device. 

Leans to Corporation Idea. 

McKay is represented as inclin- 
ing toward the idea of a Govern- 
ment corporation to handle major 
river basin development and op-

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y., Dec. 
20 (AP)—The Soviet bloc loosed 
a concentrated hate-America cam- 
paign tonight in the waning pre- 
holiday hours of the United Na- 
tions Assembly. 

The 60-nation Assembly slog- 
ged through a heavy schedule and 
planned an extraordinary session 
Sunday to wind up its business 
and adjourn until Feb. 24. 

The drumfire of the Soviet 
propaganda campaign cut through 
almost every issue in the Assem- 
bly and extended into the Eco- 
nomic Committee. 

. But the Soviet bloc remained 
silent when the Assembly voted 
48 to 0, with:two absentions, an 
appeal to the Big Four to reach 
some agreement on an independ- 
ence treaty for Austria. The So- 
viet bloc refused to partitipate in 
the voting. Before the question 
was taken up in the Political 
Committee, Russia announced 
that the U.N. has no business 
dealing with a question now in 
the hands of Britain, France, the 
United States and Russia. 

In Dispute Since 1947 

The three Western powers have 
been attempting to reach an 
agreement with Russia since 1947 
on an Austrian treaty. They have 
accused Russia of stalling. 

The Soviet propaganda drive 
opened in the Assembly, which 
voted to set up a 15-nation com- 
mittee to study a definition of ag- 
gression and neport back to the 
Assembly in 1954. 

The United States abstained. 
The Soviet bloc supported it. The 
United States has contended loop- 
holes in a specific catalogue of 
aggression might protect the ag- 
gressor and punish the victim, 

Russia’s Andrei Gromyko as- 
sailed the American stand. He

was an important step in main- 
taining peace and security. Quick- 
ly A. M. Baranovsky of the Soviet 
Ukraine echoed the anti-Ameri- 
can blast of his senior partner, 
charging that the United States 
was preparing for war and op- 
posed a definition of aggression 
for that reason.

The Assembly then adopted a 
report of its high commissioner 
for refugees. -The vote was 36 
to 5 (Soviet bloc), with 12 absen- 
tions. 
A. A. Sobolev of Russia said 


ithe Soviet Union opposed the re- 


port because the United States 
was using the U.N. refugee care 
machinery in Europe as a screen 
for spy activities. He charged 
the United States recruited refu- 
gees for spying against Russia 
and its satellites. Czechoslovakia 
followed with a similar charge. 

The Assembly also adopted a 
draft convention on equal politi- 
cal rights for women. The Soviet 
group demanded amendments, de- 
claring the draft convention was 
only a declaration. Mrs. F. A. 
Novikova of White Russia said 
many women in the world, some, 
in the United States, South for 
example, could not vote because 
of their race. 

By a vote of 45-2 with eight 
abstentions, the Assembly agreed 
to postpone any discussion of the 
question of Southwest Africa un- 
til next year. ° 

It also decided 55-0 with three 
abstentions to recommend ghat 
Britain and France meet in a 
joint council to discuss possible 
unification of Togoland. Each one 
now rules half of that western 
African territory under a UN. 
trusteeship. 

The Assembly recessed until to- 
morrow when it will take up the 
problem of new members... 

Assembly President Lester B. 
Pearson has not. yet formally re- 
ported the rejection of India’s 
Korean peace plan by Red China 
and North Korea and it appeared 
possible he may put it off until 
the Assembly reconvenes. Korea 
is expected to be the number one 
item on the agenda then.

MRS. ROOSEVELT, 
WARREN AUSTIN 
END U.N. MISSIONS 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Dec. 
| 20 (AP)—Mrs. Franklin D. Roose- 
ivelt and Ambassador Warren R. 
|Austin ended their United Na- 
tions careers today with an ex- 
change of compliments. 

At a special meeting in United 
States mission headquarters, Mrs. 
Roosevelt presented Austin the 
gavel he used when presiding 
over Security Council debates. 
She also gave "him the name 
plaque “United States” which has 
been before his Security Council 
chair since he was named to head 
the United States delegation 
Jan. 13, 1947. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, who has repre- 
sented the United States at every 
General Assembly since 1946, 
hailed: Austin for his ‘courage, 
leadership and belief in the 
United Nations.” 

Austin, replying, said the “hap- 
piest moments of my public life 
have been spent in the U.N.” He 
called Mrs. Roosevelt “the first 
lady of the world.” 

Austin is being replaced by 
Senator Lodge (Rep.), Massachu- 
setts. Mrs. Roosevelt has said she 
does not expect to serve under 
President-elect Eisenhower.

EXPRESS BUS FARE 
GUT FOR REGULAR 
USERS PROPOSED 


P.S. Co. to Submit New 
Weekly Permit to May- 
or’s Group, Public Serv- 
ice Commissi6n. |.

A proposal for‘a new fare plan, 
which will. reduce fares for regu- 
lar users of, express busses, and 
plans to extend express bus serv- 
ice in St. Louis were annqunced 
yesterday by John C. Baine, prési- 
dent of the Public Service Co. 

Baine said the transit company 
was “hopeful” expansion of ex- 
press service and lower, express 
fares would attract many addi- 
tional riders. Such a trend would 
help relieve traffic congestion, be- 
cause each two new bus customers 
would mean one less automobile 
on the street, he said. 

The fare plan, which calls for 
inauguration of an “express 
weekly permit,” will be presented 
to the Mayor’s’ Mass Transporta- 
tion Committee this week. A tar- 
iff “will then be filed with the 
Missouri Public Service Commis- 
sion for this new form of fare 
and an effective date of Feb. 2 
will be sought. 

The permit would cost 85 
cents. It would be good for un- 
limited riding during the week 
of issue on express or local serv- 
ice busses upon payment of 10 
cents a ride. 

Comparison of Fares. 

Based on 10 express rides a 
week, it would enable the user to 
ride for $1.85 a week or 1844 
cents per ride. The regular rider, 
who now, pays cash for express 
service, spends $2.30 a week; the 
rider who uses a token plus three 
cents a ride pays $2.10, and the 
rider who uses the present Weekly 
permit plus 13 cents a ridespays 
$1.95. 

Express bus cash fare {increases 
were approved by the state Pub- 
lic Service Commission and ‘be- 
came effefctive Nov. 16. The in- 
creases were from 20 to 23 cents 
for adults, and from 10 to 13 
cents for children. The basic cash 
fare was increased from 17 to 20 
cents for adults, and from 7 to 
10 cents for children. Tokens, 
which formerly sold three for 50 
cents, went to five for 90 cents. 

Two new express bus routes, 
one in North St. Louis and an- 
other on the South Side, will be 
inaugurated, probably Feb. 2, and 
an existing express line will be 
extended. These additional serv- 
ices are subject to approval of the 
Mayor's committee. 

The north St. Louls route, to 
be known as the “North Side Ex- 
press,” will originate at River- 
view boulevard and Thekla ave- 
nue. Busses will travel east on 
Thekla to Thrush avenue, south 
to Lillian avenue, east to Kings- 
highway, south to Lee avenue, 
feast to Obear avenue, south to 
Kossuth avenue, east to Twenty- 
fifth street, southeast to Hebert 
street, east to North Florissant 


For trimmings they removed 
wrappers from candy rations and 
cut them into stars, crosses and 
snowmen.

persons perished when a C-124 
Globemaster,crammed with serv- 
ice men homeward bound for 
Christmas, crashed and burned 
near here early today. Earlier an- 
nouncements had put the number 
of dead as high as 101, Thirty-’ 
two of the 115 persons aboard the 
huge transport plane survived. 

The revised death figure was 
reported to the Pentagon in 
Washington by Maj. P. M. Wase 
sum, wing adjutant at Larson Air 
Force base, six miles from Moses 
Lake, One of the survivors was 
listed as Airman Second Class 
Freeman Ford of St. Louis. 

The four-engine plane wobbled 
and crashed on flat land a few 
moments after taking off from 
the base at 6:30 a.m. Wreckage 


and bodies were strewn over a 
squarter of a mile area. 


. Worst In Aviation History. 

* It was the worst accident in 
aviation history, The worst previ- 
ous crash occ in Britain 
March 12, 1950, when an Avro 
Tudor airliner crashed in Wales, 
killing 80 persons. 

Cause of today’s crash has not 
been determined. . 

The C-124 was the tenth mili- 
tary plane to crash or be lost 
along the north Pacific rim from 
Korea to Montana in the last six 
weeks. The number killed totals 
more than 300.

President's Commission on the 
Health Needs of the Nation took 
nearly a year to conduct an in- 
quiry and write the voluminous 
report that was issued last Thurs- 
me — it a be longer than 
ore proposed plan is 
translated into law. 5 

Since the report was made to 
President Truman, who will turn 
over his office to Gen. Eisen- 
hower Jan. 20, there will be no 
official weight behind it when 
the: new Republican administra- 
tion takes over. 

The key to the situation will 
lie partly in what Eisenhower 
‘wants to do. He has said he favors 
broadening social security, but 
has made no comment on volun- 
tary prepaid medical care, which 
is the meat of the commission 
proposal. Eisenhower has advo- 
cated better medical service and 
is opposed to “socialized medi- 
cine.” 

Not Specific on Reforms. 

Eisenhower was not specific 

during the campaign on what he 
would like to see in this field,: 
and he set no date for bringing 
about such reforms as he might 
want to advocate. 
B There is no assurance that the 
American Medical Association 
‘will not fight the proposal, and 
there is no assurance that it 
would be acceptable to Congress, 
at least at the present time. Sena- 
tor Robert A, Taft of Ohio, pros- 
pective majority leader, has said 
he would like to see a survey of 
the entire welfare field, and his 
perennial campaign manager, 
Representative Clarence Brown 
of Ohio, is reported to be pre- 
paring a resolution for just such 
a broad inquiry that would take 
at least a year. 

There would be no procedural 
problem were it not for the 
change in administrations. If the 

Democrats had remained in office 
the commission plan would be 
called to the attention of Con- 
gress, written in the form of a 
bill, or bills, introduced in Senate 
and House and referred to com- 
mittees for hearings.

| of the Nation. : 


Although the program, which 
was made public Thursday, does 
not offer a detailed blueprint, the 
sponsors had in mind ending the 
sometimes haphazard way in 
which the average citizen often 
goes about obtaining medical at- 
‘tention for himself or his family. 

For example, as a spokesman 
for the commission said, it is not 
unusual to find a man who had 


little or no experience with med- 
ical care going to a drugstore to 
try to seek advice or to ask for 
the name of a doctor who can 
— what he thinks is ailing 


If the proposed plan were in 
effect this man could go to a 
local health agency with his prob- 
lem, He would have a card en- 
titling him to such service as he 
needed, 


Fees for Membership Cards. 


If he could afford it, he would 

buy a policy or membership evi- 
denced by the card, paying a few 
dollars a month, probably. If his 
financial situation were such that 
he could pay only part of the fee, 
he would pay that much and his 
part would be supplemented by 
some’ official agency. If he were 
a pauper he would get the card 
free; there would be no mark on 
any card indicating the financial 
status of the. patient. 
At the present time there are 
associations offering similar but 
not as extensive service as that 
proposed, Under the new propos- 
al, service would: be truly com- 
prehensive and any person who 
purchased a membership, as he 
would in the present Blue Cross 
hospitalization plan, would re- 
ceive complete health service. He 
could be assured that this service 
would meet minimum standards 
set up by the Government. 


Under the system the patient 
could afford whatever was need- 
ed, because the bills aH would 
have been prepaid through the 


‘insurance or membership he had 


purchased. There would be no 
exclusions, as there are in many 
present health policies. For ex- 
ample, in some policies preg- 
nancies are not covered @s{il 10 
months after issuance of the 
policy. : 
Details of Procedure. 


Details of the precedure and 
the service would, within defined 
limits, be worked out locally to 
meet. local conditions. Members 
of the commission think an ef- 
ficient arrangement would involve 
a form of group medical practice. 
Some doctors and medical socie- 
ties are bitterly opposed to group 
practice. 

One of the foremost advocates 
of group practice and the pre- 
paid medical care plan on the 15- 
member commission is Dr. Russel 
V. Lee of Palo Alto, Calif., who 
is planning to set up in the San 
Francisco area a “pilot” opera- 
tion approaching the local pro- 
gram as envisioned in the report. 
Dr. Lee is director of the Palo 
Alto clinic, with which 59 doc- 
tors are associated. He charac- 
terizes this as a small operation. 
Asked to give his views on how 
the plan would benefit the indi- 
vidual, Dr. Lee told the Post- 
Dispatch. 

“In the first place, we, believe 
in health service at the local 
level, most of it on the prepaid 
plan. We suggested the forma- 
tion of local health regions, some- 
what on the order of school board 
jurisdictions, perhaps one for half 
a county, or one for three coun- 
‘ties, depending on conditions. 
These would be set up by lay- 
men, and they would act as 
brokers. 

“Acting as brokers, they would 
receive money from anyone— 


they received federal aid through 
the state they would have to 
offer minimum service. They 
would issue the insurance, the 
1 appa figured on an actuarial 


ities available, it would be up to 
this group, acting under a state 
commission, to stimulate their 
formation. The Federal Govern- 
ment would pay part of the pre- 
miums for some categories of 
persons, for example migratory 
workers, Indians and federal ben- 
eficigries, such as veterans. The 
Government would have no part 
in the operation locally, but 


for certain groups. 

“Just as an illustration, say you 
have 10,000 persons willing to 
pay $5 a month for health serv- 
ice. That's $50,000, and you pay 

at monthly to a group of 25 

octors willing to furnish the 
service. The doctors would or- 
ganize their group. 

“We believe you-can furnish a 
complete medical service only 
when there is some sort of med- 
ical team. Doctors can organize 
in teams without a group part- 
nership. The stipulation of the 
American Medical Association is 
that a patient be free to choose 
his own doctor. This procedure 
would raise the average income 
of doctors and give them a more 
stable practice. 

Room for Private Practice. 

“There would be room for pri- 
vate practice, and of course if a 
surgeon making $100,000 a year 
didn’t want to participate, that 
would be up to him. Any patient 
could still go to him and pay 
him a fee personally.” 

Dr. Lee said he thought at least 

50 per cent of the population 
would participate in such a plan if 
the price were right. 
Group practice tends to remove 
the doctor from the classification, 
to use the words of Dr. Paul B. 
Magnuson, commission chairman, 
of “a small return one-man busi- 
ness.” . 

The commission emphasized 
that group practice is efficient 
and economical and “may provide 
an invaluable , setting for con- 
tinued improvement in the qual- 
ity of care.” 

“We believe fundamentally,” 
said the report, “that group prac- 
tice offers a desirable method of 
providing imedical services, pro- 
perly organized, administered so 
as to avoid the exploitation of 
one physician by another or by a 
controlling hierarchy, and geared 
toward. practicing the highest 
quality of medicine.” 

But the report said that in many, 
parts of the country “organized, 
medical bodies have been ‘dis 
tinctly hostile to group practice; 
this is particularly true . where 
the group is engaged in any form 
of prepaid medical care.”

' The Army said the supreme 
far eastern commander made the 
statement “in view of recently 
published newspaper accounts of 
statements attributed: to the in- 
ternational committee of the Red 
Cross, Geneva, concerning the 
possible non-observance by the 
U.N.C. of the provisions of the 
Geneva convention relative to the 
treatment of prisoners of war.” 
Clark also released the text of 
his letter June 12 to Dr. Otto 
Lehner, senior representative of 
the international committee of 
the Red Cross in reply to a spe- 
cific complaint of mishandling of 
prisoners. The letter denied that 
the U.N. Command had violated 
the Geneva convention by using 
force and withholding food and 
water from hospitalized prisoners 
at camp No. 10 in Pusan, Korea.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 (AP)— 
Diplomatic officials said tonight

The pacts cover military aid, 
economic aid and military facil- 
ities The total of military and 
economic aid is to be $125,000,000 
within the present fiscal year, 
which ends June 30; that was the 
sum voted for Spanish assistance 
at the last session of Congress.. 

At the end of November, offi- 
cials here had believed it was pos- 
sible to have the agreements 
signed before the end of this 
year. Now it is understood the 
signing may not take place until 
some time next month. 

The officials said United States 
naval base facilities probably will 
be developed principally at. the 
Atlantic port of Cadiz and the 
Mediterranean port of Cartegena 
which is a Spanish ‘naval base. It 
is expected also that facilities for 
Air Force use will be created in 
the vicinity of Barfjas, which is 
the airport at Madrid. « 


BEY CAPITULATES 
TO FRANCE, SIGNS 
TUNISIAN DECREES 


TUNIS, Dec. 20 (AP)—The Bey 
of Tunis capitulated today to — 
pressure from Paris and finally 
rubber-stamped a couple of 
French reform decrees. These 
provide for election of village 
and town officials—jobs he has 
been filling by appointment as 
the nominal ruler. 

The action by the 71-year-old 
Bey, Sidi Mohammed Al-Amin, 
appeared to have eased at least 
temporarily a tense situation be- 
[tween France and this North 
African protectorate, which wants 
more self-government. French of- 
ficials said he had promised also 
to approve other reform decrees 
the French will submit. 

The Bey gave in shortly after 
a representative of Resident Gen- 
eral Jean de Hauteclocque de- 
livered to him a mysterious note

Five Witnesses Recalled. 

Five witnesses who testified be- 
for a previous jury have been 
summoned to appear before the 
grand jury tomorrow. They are 
Randazzo, who suffered frac- 
tures of both jaws and his chin 
in the beating, and four police 
officers who were at Genovese’s 
on the morning of the assault. 

The officers are Sgt. John 
Doherty, who has denied Ran- 
dazzo’s charge that he adminis- 
tered the beating; Cpl. Cornelius 
Powers, his riding partner; De- 
tective Lt. Michael Quinlisk, who 
was inside Genovese’s when Ran- 
dazzo was ejected, before he was 
beaten, and Cpl. Bernard Mundt, 
Quinlisk’s partner. 

So far the grand jury, which 
was impaneled Dec. 1, has heard 
no witnesses on the Randazzo 
beating phase of its investigation, 
but has been supplied with a re- 
view of testimony before the pre- 
vious jury. 

Questioned on 102 Club. 
Joseph. L. Mathews, former po- 
lice detective sergeant and organ- 
izer of the 102 Club, testified 
Friday as the jury delved into re- 
ports of fraternization of some 
police officers with underworld 
characters. The 102 Club is a 
“benevolent” organization of po- 
licemen, business men, profes- 
sional bondsmen and gamblers. 
Three other witnesses had been 
summoned but were dismissed 
until a later date. They -were 
John J. Bantle, first vice presi- 
dent of the club and a former 
assistant circuit attorney; Virgil 
McCaffery, a probate court clerk 
‘listed as club secretary, and Po- 
lice (apt. Herman Siebels, who 
ordered an investigation of the 
club’s political activities when he 
was chief of detectives in 1944. 
While waiting to appear before 
the investigators, Mathews told 
reporters that the club, of which 
che is president, was formed “as a 
benevolent, charitable organiza- 
tion and for reasons of good fel- 
lowship.” 

He denied that any police char- 
acters, hoodlums or former con- 
victs ever had been admitted to 
membérship. Reporters asked him 
about club memberships held by 
Edward L. (Mule) Lanahan, hand- 
book operator, and Gregory (Red) 
Moore, formerly part owner of 
the Hyde Park Club, East Side 
gambling casino. 

Mathews: said that Lanahan was 
a city employe at the time he 
joined. He has continued send- 
ing his dues of $12 a year, 
Mathews said, but has never been 
active in the club. Moore also 
was a city employe when he be- 
came a member. Mathews added, 
but dropped out when he became 
active in operation of the gamb- 
ling casino, and was readmitted 
to membership following closing 
of his casino by IIlinos Stafe Po- 


ce. 

“At no meetings did we discuss 
politics,” Mathews said. “A great 
many Republicans are members 
along with Democrats. We never 
at any time discussed police pro- 
motions or demotions or transfers 
of officers.” 

As an example of the 102 Club’s 
lack of political influence, he 
pointed out that his efforts to be 
reinstated to the Police Depart- 
ment had been in vain. Mathews 
resigned from the department 
Feb. 1, 1946, to go into the tavern 
business.

Indictment of William N. 
Hutchinson, Negro attorney, on a 
charge of engineering an auto- 
mobile-bus accident and trying to. 
get money from the Public Serv- 
ice Co. for four clients purport- 
edly injured in the accident, was 
revealed yesterday following the 


lawyer's arrest. 

The true bill, returned by the 
circuit court grand jury last Tues- 
day, was based on affidavits by 
three of the clients, following a 
police investigation, that the ac- 
cident was planned by. Hutchin- 
son, who was quoted as instruct- 
ing one of the clients to “pull, 
away from the curb and let the 
bus hit you.” . : 

Hutchinson, who has offices at 
1237 North Taylor avenue, was 
charged in the indictment with 
attempting to obtain money by 
trick and deception, a felony. 

The accident was reported Feb. 
5, 1950, after an automobile 
driven by John L. Wilson, Negro 
paperhanger, pulled away. from 
the curb near Hutchinson’s office 
and was struck by a Taylor line 
bus. Wilson, who lives at 4703 
Vernon avenue, and three pas- 
sengers claimed to have been in- 
jured. 

Subsequently the Transit Cas- 
ualty Co., received a notice from 
Hutchinson seeking settlements 
for the four Negroes. Eugene 
Wines, an adjuster, took state- 
ments from the four men in 
Hutchinson’s office. 

Wines’s suspicious were aroused 
when a search of records re- 
vealed that a substantial number 
of accident claims had been filed 
against the Public Service Co. by 
Attorney Hutchinson. Wines re- 
ported his suspicions to police, 
and Detective Sgt. Oliver Middle- 
brooks, a Negro, was assigned to 
the case. 

Middlebrooks notified the cir- 
cuit attorney that Wilson and two 
of the passengers, Aaron White, 
laborer, 4568 Kensington avenue, 
and Jesse Davis, 1308 North Tay- 
lor avenue, had sworn in affi-' 
davits that Hutchinson planned 
the mishap in a restaurant a few 
minutes before the bus hit the 
automobile.

A placard at the base of the 
tree says that the Christmas tree 
was set up in a Cleveland church 
in 1851 by the Rev. H. C. Schwan. 
With a few apples, paper stars 
and gingerbread men hanging 
from its limbs, it was called 
“sacrilegious” and “idolatrous” 
by members of the congregation. 

A Cleveland newspaper called 
the tree, “a nonsensical, asinine,

silly.” The Rev. Schwan 
stood his ground, however, and 
later proved the Christian sig- 
nificance of the evergreen.

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_ What Will Presidency Do to the Professional Soldier? 


New Role for Ike — Action 
by a President Is in Public 
View—Persuasion Is: More 


_Important Than Orders. 


By GEORGE H. HALL 
A Washington Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 20. 


HE personality of President Dwight 

D, Eisenhower—as distinct from that 

of General Eisenhower and Candidate 
Eisenhower—is now in process of forma- 
tion and will begin to show itself to the 
. public in the months and years after 
Jan. 20. 

What this Third Man will be like is a fasci- 
nating subject for speculation. Eisenhower, 
the professional soldier, was one man, and 
the seeker after a four-year tenancy at 1600 

lvania avenue was another, in the 
opinion of many persons who have known 
him over a period of years. 

The volumes that have been written about 
the former five-star general and the testi- 
mony of those close to him have produced 
a composite picture of a clear-sighted, sophis- 
ticated, energetic, warm-hearted, masterful, 
eivilian-minded soldier. 


Eisenhower the campaigner fell short of 
this—he was. unimaginative, beyond his 
depth in the mire of politics, economics, 
tensions, crises and antagonistic loyalties 
into which he was plunged. Deliberately 
he descended from the pedestal of the 
world citizen and tried to present himself 
as Plain Old Ike from Abilene, Kan. 


In the Army he was the boss. Even gen- 
erals waited on him. An able, loyal and 
often brilliant staff briefed him competently, 
paving his way for the circumscribed mili- 
tary decisions he was required to make. As 
a top commander he was afforded a good 
measure of protection from the inquisitive 
public. 
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| AS A CANDIDATE, some of this protec- 
tive sheathing slipped away. The staff was 
not so brilliant nor so well-knit. It was nec- 
essary for the general to show himself to 
millions of his fellow-countrymen and to 
project a personality that would win their 
confidence. ‘Tempered by the Army nearly 
all his adult life, he was now being tempered 
by civilians. 

That he carried off his new role well was 
attested by some 30,000,000 votes he received 
Nov. 4, but the transition was not all smooth 
or easy. 
| Throughout much of his wartime mili- 
tary career Eisenhower's relations with 

_the pregs were conditioned by two facts 

“—reports of his comments (and he often 
 gpoke with great frankness) were subject 

to censorship before publication, and the 
 eorrespondents were on the whole friendly 
and interested in helping him succeed. 

There was no censorship in the campaign, 

of course, and the reporters were inter- 

ested in getting news, not helping the 

Republicans win. 

At one of the last of the meetings on his 
campaign train, Eisenhower entered the press 
car and cheerily called out a question as to 
whether he could get a bottle of beer. Re- 
porters, who were trying at this time to 
determine his relationship with the vice 
presidential nominee, Senator Richard M. 
Nixon, were not in a happy mood. They 
tore at him. 

Those present on the occasion say that a 
look of bewilderment, and then fury, passed 
swiftly across Eisenhower’s face at the un- 
expected barrage of questions. 

_ This incident underscored the gen- 
eral’s reputation for being a bit thin- 
skinned to criticism, and the criticism he 
will inevitably receive in the nakedly ex- 
posed position of the White House will 
exert a profound effect on the personality 
of President Eisenhower. 


In his entire professional life the general 


* has probably not been up against a situation | & 
like that he faces in his dealings with Sena- - 


tor Robert A. Taft of Ohio, the most power- 
ful man in the Senate. Despite his desire 
to see a successful Republican administration 
after 20 years of Democratic rule, Taft can- 
not forget that the prize he sought three 
times and might have won was captured by 
another, and by a political upstart, at that. 

Taft leads the conservative wing of Eisen- 
hower’s party. He has a large and devoted 
personal following and he is beholden to 
no one for his position except the people of 
Ohio, whom he does not have to face for 
re-election for another four years. Taft can 
co-operate with or bedevil President Eisen- 
hower, as he chooses, and he cannot be 
silenced, broken in rank, dishonorably dis- 
charged or court-martialed. 

Eisenhower has said, “I am probably the 
most optimistic person in the world,” and 
this approach may stand him in good stead 
as the frustrations of the presidency close in 
on him. 

Eisenhower undoubtedly has great per- 
sonal charm and magnetism and the ability 
to inspire confidence. 

A middle-aged woman in a Philadelphia 
campaign street crowd watched the general 
ride past in his open automobile, both arms 
flung toward heaven in bis customary 
gesture of greeting and a Billiken grin on 
his tanned face, and murmured: 

“He makes you feel so comfortable!” 

* ” = 


EISENHOWER is not a typical soldier in 
the sense of being a Prussian or a martinet. 
He has always been “one of the boys.” He 
does not represent the officer caste as does, 
for example, the flamboyant Gen. Douglas 

_MacArthur, who was a sort of military show- 
~piece even in the between-the-wars days 
‘when there was virtually no army. 

But military life has forced on Eisenhower 


habits of thought and work which have be-

come part of his nature. He is happy with a 
long, hard daily working schedule but he 
insists that it be orderly. He likes to have 
everything planned in advance—so many 
minutes for this caller, so much time for 
that conference. If the schedule breaks 
down he becomes impatient. When the day’s 
work is over, he wants to call it a day and 
does not like to take his worries home with 
him. Staff reports to him must be short and 
concise. 

He has become accustomed to the Army 
staff system and will carry it with him to 
the White House. Under this system, re- 
sponsibilities ascend through a_ specified 
chain of command. Orders are transmitted 
“through channels.” Gov. Sherman Adams 
of New Hampshire, the “assistant President,” 
is likely to be in a key spot with respect to 
many of these commands in the new White 
House scheme of things. 

In the Army Eisenhower was adept at 
delegating authority, letting subordinates go 
ahead on their own unless they showed 
incompetence. He is expected to follow this 
procedure in the White House, reserving 
only major decisions for himself. He will 
probably consult with members of his “team” 
before adopting courses of action. He can 
take advice—too easily, some of his critics 
say—and can change his mind if need be. 

The civilian Government also operates 
somewhat along the chain of command idea, 
but without military precision. Signals get 
mixed, commands lost. Areas of responsi- 
bility overlap. More persuasion and fewer 
orders are needed than in the Army. Many 
actions must be taken in public and ex- 
plained to the public.

HE American labor movement is entering 
T: new era. It is faced with the chal- 
lenge of changing times and changing 
faces toth from within and without. 

An epoch ended with the recent deaths of 
two elder statesmen of labor, Philip Murray, 
president of the Congress of Industrial Or- 
ganizations, and William Green, head of the 
American Federation of Labor. Their pass- 
ing was coincident with the final weeks of a 
20-year-old national administration which en- 
couraged unions in making unprecedented 
advances. 

Labor today is big business, not in the 
sense of profits, although unions deal in 
millions of dollars, but in method. Of 
necessity, it has to be because it deals with 
big business. Consequently, its leaders 
must be business managers. 

No longer do union officers “play by ear” 
in negotiations. Experienced negotiators, 
backed by marketing, production, financial 
and other research experts, often selected 
from the open professional market, meet 
their. opposite numbers in management across 
the bargaining table. The .brief case is a 
common personal denominator. 


Generally speaking, there is a shift in the 


ing objectives. Wages, hours and working 
conditions remain fundamentals, but in most 
mass industries, as in crafts, have attained 
such levels that they do not ordinarily con- 
stitute bargaining “sticking points.” 
Bargaining today is predicated on long-

There is no record that Eisenhower is 
anything of an amateur musician, as is Tru- 
man, though he has been known to play a 
harmonica. He is, however, an amateur 
painter. He took up painting as a hobby 
about five years ago, having become inter- 
ested in it while sitting for his portrait. 

Eisenhower is 5 feet 10 inches in height 
and weighs around 180 pounds. He is trim 
in appearance, except for the suggestion of 
a paunch. His health is reported to be 
robust, but he is not an ‘iron man. After an

he appeared dog-tired when he made his 
final night address at Jersey City. He report- 
edly said Ao an aid, who expressed concern:

The President-elect’s sleeping habits are 
normal.

He gets 
seven to eight hours’ rest when he can, 
arises around 6:30 o’clock and tries to start 
work about 8. The Secret Service was elated 
when it learned that he doesn’t go in for the 
brisk early-morning walks that Truman used 
to take. 


The general has no reputation as a pet 
fancier but once owned a Scottish terrier, 
given him as a birthday present 10 years 
ago when he was commanding general of 
the E.T.O. His reason for wanting the dog: 


“I need somebody to talk to and I want 
someone who can’t ask questions about the 
war and cannot repeat what I say if I' say 
anything.” 

The general is at his best when in a small, 
informal group.

That word “team” is an essential part of 
Eisenhower's character. The new civilian 
team is now nearly ready to take to the field, 
and it remains to be seen whether. the 
diverse personalities on it intend to play for 
the group or for themselves as individuals, 


Meany as president of the AFL, dramatizes 
the changing face of labor.

The son of a Seattle laundry worker, he 
rose from a laundry truck driver to a vice 
presidency of the teamsters between 1920 and 
1940, organizing most of the West Coast in 
his stride. 

McDonald, long Murray’s aid, has been 
overshadowed by the late head of the steel- 
workers but he is a suave albeit forcible 
negotiator in his own right. He plaved an 
important part in formulating the policies 
of last summer’s protracted steel strike. 

Well tailored, of imposing physique, the 
49-year-old McDonald resembles a campus 
athlete rather than a union executive. He is 
a constant pipe smoker and friends gauge | 
his state of mind by the frequency of his 
smoke puffs. The son of a steel worker, he 
entered the mills as a youth, later went to 
night classes at Carnegie Institute of Tech- 
nology in Pittsburgh. He has been secretary- 
treasurer of the steelworkers since its organ-

Segregation Case Thorniest 


Race Issue in Supreme Court 
Since the Dred Scott Decision 


‘Arguments by Negroes and Defenders of ‘Separate but 
Equal’ Schools Leave Little Room for Compromise — 
Social Upheaval Possible in South if Fourteenth Amend-. 
ment Is Interpreted to Bar Present System.

WASHINGTON, Dee. 20. 


OT since 1857 and the famous Dred Scott decision has the United States Su- 
Noreme Court been confronted with as thorny a problem involving the relation- 
ship between the white and Negro races as that in the current legal battle over 


segregation in public schools. 

Standing up against each other in the case 
currently before the highest tribunal are 
five sets of protagonists. Actually the litiga- 
tion is a sort of legal package deal. In 
behalf of Negro children turned away from 
white schools, attorneys for the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored 
People have brought suit .against school 
boards and officials in Kansas, Virginia, 
South Carolina, Delaware and the District 
of Columbia to force the doors of the white 
schools open to all. 

The effect of the court's decision will be 
felt in the 17 states and the District of 
Columbia where segregation in the schools 
is mandatory. Missouri is one of these 
states. The court’s decision also is awaited 
with interest by four other states where seg- 
regation is permitted but not required. 


The issue which the court has been asked 
to decide is whether segregation of the races 
in public school systems is legal as long as 
facilities are equal, or segregation itself is 
an inequality that violates the Fourteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution. That amend- 
ment forbids any state to abridge “the rights 
or immunities of any citizen’ or to “deny 
him the equal protection of the laws.” It 
was adopted in 1868 to prevent Southern 
states from enacting laws which might nullify 
the emancipation of the slaves. 


* s . 


IT IS THE CONTENTION of Negroes that 
segregation in the schools is a device to per- 
petuate inequality, but slightly removed from 
slavery. They ask for immediate elimination 
of segregation by Supreme Court decree, 
leaving little apparent room for a compro- 
mise decision. 

Heretofore, decisions tnvolving the rights 
of Negroes have appeared te some to be 
skirting the basic issue of what is equal 
justice. 


In 1896, the Supreme Court flatly placed 
its approval on racial segregation in the 
famed case of Plessy versus Ferguson and 
it is upon this decision that the proponents 
of segregation have placed the weight of 

, their argument for its legal survival. 


To destroy segregation outright, the Su- 
preme Court would have to reverse a deci- 
sion which has stood as a landmark for 
more than half a century and has been the 
court’s guide in other, but less sharply 
drawn, cases relating to public schools. 

Plessy versus Ferguson involved a Loul- 
siana train. passenger of mixed blood who 
took a seat in a coach reserved for whites 
on June 7, 1892. The conductor ordered him 
to vacate and when he refused the conductor 
called a policeman and Plessy was jailed in 
New Orleans. 

In the court fight which followed the 
incident, Plessy contended he was entitled 
to every right accorded the white race, 
and that a Louisiana law requiring Negroes 
to keep to themselves in railroad cars vio- 
lated his constitutional rights. 

When the case reached the Supreme Court 
that tribunal turned down Plessy’s plea in a 
majority opinion (seven to one, with one 
Justice not participating) which said that 
laws permitting, 


separation of the races “in places where they 
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retary to Murray when Murray was vice 
president of the United Mine Workers under 
John L. Lewis. 

Beirne, at 41, is a relative newcomer as

ers he performed a difficult and delicate 
task. His ability to call out large numbers 
of women workers, operators, typists and 
clerks on picket lines set a precedent in that 
industry. Beirne’s union of 200,000 repre- 
sents employes of companies affiliated with 
the American Telephone & Telegraph Co. 
He was once a New Jersey telephone worker 
and also did a stint on the docks. 
Carey, as secretary-treasurer of the CIO 
for 14 years is widely known especially for 
- his constant fight for social justice and 
battle against Communism and totalitarian- 
ism in any form. At 42, Se has more than 
lived up te his past reputation as . youth- 
ful prodigy of the labor movement. 


As head of the expanding CIO Internation- | 


al Union of Electrical Radio and Machine 
Workers he is engaged in an all-out offen- 
sive against the independent United Elec- 
trical Radio and Machine Workers of Amer- 
ica. The union was a CIO union founded by 
Carey in 1936 but expelled from the CIO in 
1949 after Co had »vrogressively 
gained administrative control. 

Carey, an exponent of democracy, regards 
the Communist in the labor movement as an 
agitator, seeking to expose flaws with no real 
intention of making democracy work.

are liable to be brought into contact do not 
necessarily imply the inferiority of either 
race to the other and have been generally, 
if not universally, recognized as within the 
competency of the state legislatures in the 
exercise of their police power.” 


“The most common instance of this,” the 
Supreme Court decision continded, “is con- 
nected with the establishment of separate 
schools for white and colored children, 
which has been held to be a valid exercise 
of the legislative power even by the courts 
of states where the political rights of the 
colored race have been longest and most 
earnestly enforced.” 


. . . 


THIS WAS THE DECISION in which the 
“separate but equal” doctrine had its incep- 
tion. 


This doctrine held that segregation did not 
violate the Fourteenth Amendment of the 
Constitution provided that equal public facil- 
ities were available to both Negroes and 
whites. In an 1899 decision, the court ap- 
plied the doctrines directly to schools. 


In cases originating in recent years in 
Missouri, Oklahoma and Texas, the court 
ruled that Missouri had to: either furnish 
Negro law students with facilities equal to 
those at the state university or admit 
Negroes to the institution at Columbia; that 
Oklahoma must give Negroes the same train- 
ing as.whites at graduate schools, and at 
the same time, and that further, Oklahoma 
could not “isolate” a Negro student for class- 
work at the state university and describe this 
as “separate but equal;” that in Texas, even 
though its law schools for the two races 
were “equal” physically, the state was not 
providing a Negro student named Sweatt 
with equivalent legal education if it barred 
him from white classes where the teaching 
was admittedly ‘superior. 


It is against this backdrop of judicial 
findings which proponents and foes of segre- 
gation in the public schools have argued 
their cases. 


Basically, main arguments presented by 
Thurgood Marshall, Negro attorney, rep- 
resenting the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People, and John 
W. Davis, distinguished corporation lawyer, 

\ representing the state of South Carolina, 
could be capsuled under three main head- 
ings—civil rights, the effect of segrega- 
tion and the effect of ending segregation. 

On civil rights, Marshall argued that seg- 
regation denies Negroes equal protection 
guaranteed under the Fourteenth Amend- 
ment and that “slavery is perpetuated in 
these (segregation) statutes”; Davis’s posi- 
tion was that segregation in the schools does 
not -“offend” the Fourteenth Amendment 
any more than does classification of pupils 
on the basis of sex, age and mental capacity, 

As for the effects of segregation, Marshall 
said: 

“The humiliation the children go through 
will affect their minds as long as they live,” 
and that evidence shows that segregation 
puts roadblocks in the way of learning. 
Davis replied that there is no real evidence 
that segregation is harmful and that much 
of the “evidence” bandied about in the name 
of the social scientist is an effort to ration- 
alize his own preconceptions, that social 
scientists generally find what they set out 


| looking for. 


As for the effects of ending segregation, 
Marshall said that the people of the segre- 
gation states are not lawless and will gener- 
ally abide by the court’s decision, whatever 
it may be. Davis predicted that ending seg- 
regation will create a condition “one cannot 
contemplate with equanimity.” 

. * . 

THREATS WERE HEARD that public 
schools might be abolished if the. Supreme 
Court strikes down segregation. Gov. James 
Byrnes, of South Carolina, a former Supreme 
Court Justice, has announced he will do 
away with the public school system in his 
state before he will permit mixing of pupils 
and the Attorney General of Virginia told 
the Supreme Court Virginia taxpayers will 
not put-up the money to support unsegre- 
gated schools. 

The possibility of enormous social up- 
heaval inherent in the case may be implied 
from the fact that in the states where 
separation of white and Negro pupils is 
mandatory, there are more than 2,500,000 
Negro children. 

The court might decide that segregation 
by race violates the Fourteenth Amendment, 
discriminates against one group of citizens by 
rating them as inferior to another group, and 
therefore is unconstitutional. This would 
mean outright rejection of the “separate but 
equal” doctrine and the most the Negroes 
could hope for. 

It might decide that when state legisla- 
tures impose racial segregation in publie 
schools they exceed their authority to fix 
local policy because that breaches the Con- 
stitution. 

Or it might rule that the Supreme Court 
lacks jurisdiction because the issue affecting 
the states does not present a federal ques- 
tion. 

Normally the decision would not be ex- 
pected for several months, though on occa- 


sion the court can act promptly.

The State Office Building

In 1938 the Missouri State Office 
Building, in Jefferson City, was com- 
pleted. It was erected by the State of 
Missouri for occupancy by various de- 
partments of the State Government. 
The firm of Keene and Simpson of Kan- 
sas City did the architectural work. The 
Lehr Construction Co. of St. Joseph 
were the builders. The total cost of this 
building. which was borne by the tax- 
payers of-Missouri, was $850,000. 

A few months ago, only 14 years after 
its completion. it was discovered that 
this stately edifice was in an advanced 
stage of disintegration, and was in 
highly dangerous condition. The Mis- 
souri Legislature forthwith appropri- 
ated $60,000 for its repair. | 

These repairs, which constitute a 
danger and a great inconvenience to 
the hundreds of people who are forced 
to use this building each day, have been 
in progress for some months and will 
not be completed before several months 
more. 

In view of the fact that an expen- 


diture of $60,000 has had ta be made on. 


this building only 14 years after its 
erection it is impossible to say how 
much more money will have to be spent 
on it for this purpose in the years to 
come. Probably a great deal more.

This veteran defender of the interests of rank- 
and-file citizens says: 

Decency, security and liberty alike de- 
mand that government officials shall be 
subjected to the same rules of conduct that 
are commands to the citizen. In a govern- 
ment of laws, existence of the government 
will be imperiled if it fails to observe 
the law scrupulously. Our Government is 
the potent, omnipresent teacher. For good 
or ill, it teaches the whole people by its 
example. ‘ 

Crime is contagious. If the Government 
becomes a lawbreaker, it breeds contempt 
for law: it invites every man to become 
a law unto himself; it invites anarchy. To 
declare that in the administration of crimi- 
nal law the end justifies the means—to 
declare that the Government may commit 
crimés in order to secure the conviction of 
a criminal would bring terrible retribution. 

Against that pernicious doctrine this 
court should resolutely set its face. 

Still another member of the court speaks 
up in protest against wiretapping. He is Jus- 
tice Pierce Butler, counted a conservative by 
many. He says: 

Telephones are used generally for trans- 
mission of messages concerning official, so- 
cial, business and personal affairs including 
communications that are private and privi- 
leged—those between physician and patient, 
lawyer and client, parent and child, husband 
and wife. The contracts between telephone 
companies and users contemplate the private 
use of the facilities employed in the service. 

The communications belong to the parties 
between whom they pass. During their 
transmission the exclusive use of the wire 
belongs to the persons served by it. Wire- 
tapping involves interference with the wire 
while being used. Tapping the wires and 
listening in constitute a search. 

The Fifth Amendment prevents the use of 
evidence obtained through searches and 
seizures in violation of the rights protected 
by the Fourth Amendment.

When Justice Butler finishes, the junior mem- 
ber of the court, Justice Harlan F. Stone, also 
takes his stand against wiretapping. Thus four 
Justices, appointed, over a span of 25 years, by 
Presidents Theodore Roosevelt, Wilson, Harding 
and Coolidge, join hands against invasion of 
the privacy of the citizen by his Government.

If the Missouri Legislature enters into this 
field it will need to do so with the greatest care. 
Iil-conceived legislation would be much worse 
than none at all. The best guarantee of the 
citizen’s right to privacy would be a statute, 
such as the State of Washington had at the time 
federal prohibition agents collected 775 pages 
of conversations, used in the Olmstead case. 
That Washington state law forbade wiretapping. 

The argument that wiretapping helps appre- 
hend criminals is an old one. If selective wire- 
tapping would help, then indiscriminate wire- 


tapping would make it still easier to catch law- 


breakers at work. If watching the mails is a 
help, then opening the mail of all persons would 
be of even greater assistance. 


P. is to protect the ‘people against the evils 


federal eavesdropping that the Federal Com- 
munications Act of 1934 prohibited the divulg- 
ence of information obtained by wiretapping “to 
any person.” Thus far attempts to weaken the 
federal law, initiated by Senator McCarran aid 
others, have failed.

' The fact that the intent of wiretapping is to 
aid law enforcement should be an alarming 
rather than a consoling consideration. To quote 
again from Justice Brandeis: 

Experience should teach us to be most. on 
our guard to protect liberty when the Gov- 
ernment’s purposes are beneficent. Men born 
to freedom are naturally alert to repel in- 
vasion of their liberty by evil-minded rules. 
The greatest dangers to liberty lurk in in- 
sididus encroachments by men of zeal, well- 
meaning but without understanding. As a 
means of espionage, writs of assistance and 
general warrants are but puny instruments. 
of tyranny and oppression when compared 
with wiretapping. 


The Founding Fathers who drew up the Bill 
of Rights made as certain as they could that 
“the right of the people,” as they defined it in 
the Fourth Amendment, “to be secure in their 
persons, houses, papers and effects, against un- 
reasonable searches and seizures, shall not be 
violated.” 

Are we today—the descendants of those far- 
seeing men—to be less concerned than they 
about the right of men and women to be let 
alone in their private lives?

Taft on the Inside 

Senator Taft’s cry of pain at being bypassed 
on Cabinet appointments could be heard all the 
way from Washington to Korea. It has now 
got results. 

The Senator's announcement that he will seek 
the Republican floor leadership in the new Sen- 
ate, coming after overtures to him from Senator 
Carlson and others of the Eisenhower inner 
circle, is tantamount to an announcement that 
the place is his. Clearly it is his by voluntary 
consent of the President-elect’s advisers. 

There were indications immediately after 
Taft's blast at the Durkin appointment that this 
consent might be withheld. Some members of 
the Eisenhower group evidently considered go- 
ing to the mat with Taft right away. Had the 
issue been joined it seems very likely that Sena- 
tor Taft could have been defeated—so great is 
the power and prestige of a new President. 

But calmer counsels prevailed. In the inter- 
ests of harmony at the outset of the new admin- 
istration, Senator Taft has been accorded a 
prominent place at the policy-making level of 
the administration, and a position of power in 
carrying its policies into legislative action. 

It may be suspected that this is what the 
Senator wanted all along. He must have fc -d 
that the Dewey group, having apparently 
monopolized the President-elect’s ear in the 
cabinet-making phase of the administration, 
might also entrench itself to his own exclusion 
in the policy-making phase which comes later. 


For the present at least he appears to have 


averted this fate. 

From the Viewpoint of a smooth start for the 
new administration, the reconciliation is all to 
the good. Senator Taft. like the Washington

Responsibility for making the Pure Food and 
Drug Act clearly enforceable will be placed 
before Congress, which wrote the law. The Food 
and Drug Administration says it will ask for 
plainly-stated authority to inspect factories. 

As matters stand,. the FDA lacks this authority 
because the Supreme Court recently decided it 
could not make sense out of the language of the 
law. While the law permits penalties for food 
factory owners who refuse to allow inspections, 
it also says inspections are permissible “after 
first obtaining permission of the owner.” 

After trying to make heads or tails of this 
conflict, the Supreme Court gave up and halted 
prosecution of a manufacturer who refused to 
let inspectors see how he was handling apples. 
This was bad medicine for consumers because it 
stopped inspection at the primary point. 

Now the FDA wants clear power to inspect 
factories “after first giving written notice.” This 
is perhaps what Congress intended when it 
wrote the food law in 1938. In any case, the 
FDA made factory inspections until the recent 
court test. This was the most effective protec- 
tion against unsafe foods and drugs. 

The change of language sought by the FDA 
is entirely in the public interest. Congress 
ought to restore power to enforce the law.

Aimlessness in Education 


The Mirror

Current movements to revise high school curricula show utter 
lack of proportion and ‘disregard for intellectual disciplines, 
says scholar; learning to choose a dentist or cultivate a hobby 
held no substitute for the’ trained mind as goal of education. 


Arthur E. Bestor Jr., Professor of History at the 
University of Illinois, in The Scientific Monthly 


“If a nation expects to be ignorant and 
free,” said Jefferson, “. . . it expects what 
never was and never will be.” Americans 
have taken this dictum to heart. No belief 


is more firmly held than belief in educa- 


tion. But belief is not enough. 

We must understand education as well 
as believe in it. The thing that counts, 
after all, is not the number of schoolrooms 
we have, but what goes on in them. And 
if we really believe that education is vital 
to our safety, then 
we need to know ex- 
actly what kind of 
schooling constitutes 
genuine education, 
and what kind is 
merely a gaudy show. 

Education, first of 
all, is the opposite 
of ignorance. Jeffer- 
son makes this clear. 

The kind of school- 
ing that is vital to 
a democratic society 
is the kind that re- 
sults in the “spread 
of information” and 
the “diffusion of 
knowledge”; the kind that regards “sef- 
ence ... (as) more important in a repub- 
lican than in any other government”: the 
kind- that recognizes that “the general 
mind must be strengthened by education.” 
Training or Trivia? 

These are the ends that the schools 
must serve if a free people are to remain 
free. Genuine education, in short, is in- 
tellectual training. 

Let us therefore look carefully at the 
curricular revision that is going on in the 
high schools of Illinois, remembering that 
similar movements are afoot in practically 
every one of the 48 states. 

The Illinois Secondary School Curricu- 
lum Program over the past five years has 
conducted a series of studies, one of which 
—a so-called Follow-Up Study—will con- 
cern us here. This study makes use of a 
group of widely circulated questionnaires, 
all based upon 2 central document en- 
titled Problems of High School Youth, 
prepared by a professor of education. 


Fifty-five problems are listed. The an- 
swers, it is said, “will be helpful in ‘en- 
gineering’ an improved, broadly based con- 
sensus regarding what the local high school 
should be doing for its students.” 


The first thing that strikes one on read- 
ing the list is the grotesque disproportion 
between the different problems presented: 
Trivia are elaborated beyond all reason, 
and substantial matters are lumped to- 
gether in a very small number of items. 

Among the 55 points are these: “the 
problem of improving one’s personal ap- 
pearance,” “the problem of selecting a 
‘family dentist’ and acquiring the habit of 
visiting him systematically,’ “the prob- 
lem of developing one or more ‘making 
things,’ ‘making it go,’ or ‘tinkering’ hob- 
bies, and “the problem of developing 
wholesome boy-girl relationships.” 


Adds Up to Discipline 


Not a whit more weight or emphasis 
is placed upon the following, each of 
which constitutes but a single point among 
the 55: “the problem of acquiring the abil- 
ity to distinguish right from wrong and 
to guide one’s actions accordingly,” “the 
problem of acquiring the ability to study 
and help solve economic, social and politi- 
cal problems,” and “the problem of mak- 
ing one’s self a well-informed citizen.” 

Needless to say, the scholarly and sci- 
entific disciplines have no place among 
these “real-life problems.” Arithmetic has 
sometimes been considered of practical im- 
portance, but, although “athletic games,” 

‘camping,’ “collecting art objects, ete.,”. 
and “doing parlor stunts” are mentioned 
by name, not one of the branches of 
mathematics is even hinted at. 

The word “science” occurs nowhere in 
the list, nor any, term synonymous with it 
or descriptive of its various branches. That 
history and foreign languages are absent, 
even by remotest implication, goes without

saying. The final item on the list is “the 
problem of securing adequate preparation 
for successful college work... .” One can 
imagine that this will prove the most 
difficult problem of all. What the list of 
Problems of High School Youth says to the 
reader is that order, balance, discrimina- 
tion, and a sense of values are matters of 
no consequence whatever to the peda- 
gogues who are remaking the curricula of 
our public schools. Men who cannot com- 
pile a simple list without revealing their 
mental limitations do not inspire confi- 
dence that they will know how to accom- 
plish even the saner of their objectives. 
The .question for the educator is not 
whether the school should do anything in 
the matter, but how. 

The traditional curriculum offered a 
clear-cut answer: through careful and sys- 
tematic study of history, political science, 
philosophy, economics, sociology and the 
other relevant disciplines. The aim was to 
cultivate sound judgment based upon criti- 
cal thinking and thorough knowledge. To 
the new pedagogical medicine man, how- 
ever, all this is sheer pedantry, just as 
bacteriology is so much learned nonsense 
to the happy faith healer. 


12 Years for Learning 


Can we afford to entrust to men like 
this the power to direct the first 12 years 
of American schooling? Can we build a 
skyscraper by commissioning architects 
and engineers to erect the superstructure, 
while leaving the foundations to be 
planned by a crew of bricklayers who do 
not believe in buildings more than three 
stories high? 

The years from 6 to 1@-are the years 
in which young men ahd women must 
learn to think clearly and accurately if 
they are to learn to thi at all. Com- 
mand of written English, foreign lan- 
guages, and mathematics—to say nothing 
of the abstract processes of analyzing, gen- 
eralizing, and criticizing—cannot be ac- 
quired in a-:year or two when a student 
or a citizen suddenly finds himself in des- 
perate need of them. 

And these intellectual abilities are re- 
quired, not merely as a prerequisite for 
advanced study, but also and especially 
for intelligent participation in the private 
and pwblic_affairs of a world where de- 
cisions must be made on the basis of in- 
formed and accurate thinking about sci- 
ence, about economics, about history. 

The disciplined mind is what education 
at every level should strive to produce. It 
is important for the individual. It is even 
more important for society. It is most im- 
portant of all for a democratic society. 
Building a Civilization 

When Americans, a century or so ago, 
committed themselves to the ideal of uni- 
versal democratic education. they were not 
thinking in terms of the trivia that fasci- 
nate present-day educators. They did not 
intend, by making education universal, to 
debase and destroy it. 

They were undertaking the heroic task 
of raising an entire nation to the highest 
attainable level of intellectual competence. 
Liberal education, they believed, was not 
and should not be the exclusive preroga- 
tive of the aristocratic few. Even the 
humblest man, whatever his trade, was 
capable of a liberal education. In a de- 
mocracy he was entitled to it. 

He should receive training for his occu- 
pation, true. But far more important than 
that, he should be given an opportunity to 
develop his mind to the fullest i pos- 
sible. And the civilization he built Would 
be a humane and magnificent civilization 
because it offered to every man not only 
equality before the law, not only the right 
to vote and to work, but, most precious of 
all, the opportunity to develop through Scents a 
eral education his own highest qualities of 
manhood. 

Let us never be satisfied with less..

Cotton is Egypt’s chief cash 
crop. Sales of cotton abroad 
normally constitute four-fifths of 
the country’s total exports. 

Cotton provides a_ significant 
proportion of. government reve- 
nues in Egypt, furthermore, both 
directly—for example, in the 
form of taxes on cotton exports— 
and indirectly in the form of in- 
come, sales and other levies. 
Government revenues have fallen 
off dangerously. The country 
lacks the foreign exchange it 
needs to pay for essential imports. 

Continuation of these trends 
could threaten not only the 
Naguib government’s solvency but 
also its hold on the Egyptian peo- 
ple. And if the Naguib govern- 
ment falls it will almost certainly 
be succeeded by one much less 
agreeable for us to deal with— 
probably either a Communist re- 
gime or a reactionary government 
of some sort. 

Egypt charges that Britain has 
cut its purchases of Egyptian cot- 
ton in an attempt to force Cairo 
to yield to British wishes in the 
current Anglo-Egyptian negotia- 
tions on the future of the Suez 
canal and the Sudan.

The proposed Middle East de- 
fense organization would provide 
means for helping to reconcile 
Anglo-Egyptian differences on 
this point. Not only would it 
provide international defenses for 
both Egypt and the canal, which 
would be stronger than any that 
either Britain alone or Egypt 
alone could provide. It also would 
bind Egypt closer to the West. 

Recent reports from Cairo seem 
to indicate that Gen. Naguib and 
his government wish to ally them- 
selves with the West. If this is 
the case, then the proposed Mid- 
dle East defense organization 
should serve Egypt’s purposes, 
too. 
ee? Race With Time. 

As. seen from Washington, 
Egypt’s immediate future, and 
perhaps its ultimate fate, may de- 
pend on the outcome of an almost 
desperately close race with time.

HIS is an_ informative, 
T brightly written, invigorat- 
ing, sometimes profound, 
and always readable book. Its 
500 pages picture the march of 
reform, leaders, movements, 
and ideas from the late 1860s 
to yesterday, from “the Prince 
Albert reform of Samuel Til- 
den...to the sidewalk heresies 
of Harry Truman,” as Mr. Gold- 
man puts it. Despite this sweep 
of 80 years, nearly a third of 
the book is devoted to the 
times of F.D.R. and H.S.T. 
The author, a professor of 
history at Princeton, deals 
deftly with all phases of his 
problem. He is equally ca- 
pable of bringing his reformers 
to life as people, of illuminat- 
ing the internal polities of re- 
form movements from the Lib- 
eral Republicanism of the 1870s 
to the Fair Deal, and of show- 
ing how the work of relatively 
obscure academics like Ross, 
Boas, Ely, Veblen, Beard, Smith, 
Pound, and Dewey helped break 
“the steel chain of (conserva- 
tive) ideas,” facilitating prac- 
tical reform efforts and mold- 
ing the thought patterns of gen- 
erations to come.

The agency said it conducted 
the survey because builders are 
becoming “convinced” they can 
not stay in business unless they 
offer better homes. 


Some Complaints. 

“Many builders no longer are’ 
certain that ‘because people buy 
our houses, they must like 
them,’” the agency said. “In- 
creasingly they are coming to be- 
lieve they must have some fun- 
damental knowledge of the par- 
ticular requirements and desires 
of people who are to be expected 
to buy their houses.” 

Here are some of the com- 
plaints the survey found most 
common: 

Half of the buyers found their 
rooms too small. . 

Roughly 23 per cent said the 
bedrooms are not big enough to 
hold needed furniture. 

Another 19 per cent protested 
their kitchens did not provide 
adequate work space or eating

One-third were dissatisfied 
with laundry arrangements. 

About 45 per cent did not have 
adequate storage space. 

The average price for the 
homes of the buvers surveyed 
cost $9500.

Most home buyers are not satisfied with the houses they pur- 
chase. Only a small fraction—four per cent—believe they “found 


new homes. Two thirds of the ga- 
rages were used for storage space. 


“Best satisfied with their stor- } 


age space were the buyers who 
had acquired both a basement and 
a garage, while those who. had 
neither a basement nor a garage 
were the least satisfied,” the 
United States agency said. 

It said complaints of inade- 
quate storage were most frequent. 
But another common complaint 
was against the arrangements of 
rooms. One in four buyers wanted 
these changes: 

1. Relocation of living room and 
kitchen to allow easier access be- 
tween them or to improve the 
view from the living room. 

2. Relocation of bedrooms to 
afford greater privacy or lighten 
housework. | 

3. Relocation of the bathroom to 
give greater privacy. 

Most Want Basement. 

“The majority decided to buy 
because they -thought owning 
would be cheaper than renting 
and they regarded buying a home 
an investment,” the survey 
showed. “A one-story house was 


preferred because of its conven- 


ience and because the buyer and 
his wife believed a one-story 
house would save housework. 

“The type of construction ma- 
terial was not important as long 
as the quality of material and 
workmanship were good. But a 
basement was a majority choice.” 

The survey showed the average 
house purchased had five or six 
rooms including two bedrooms 
and a bath, a basement and a ga- 
rage. 


“Having acquired a dining. 


room, a basement and a garage, 
the new owner and his wife are 
reasonably satisfied with the fa- 
cilities their new home affords 
for eating, for doing the laundry 
and in general for storage — 
though his wife says there isn’t 
adequate space for keeping cloth- 
ing and food,” the agency said. 

“The majority like the one- 
story plan, and if they were to 
buy another house, would again 
look for a one-story structure.”

Those on the south 
and west thought Walcott had 
won. 

One writer was asked, “How 
fn the world did you ever think 
that Charles won that fight?” 

He replied: “I might ask you 
the same thing, how in the 
world did you ever think Wal- 
cott won?” 

And even on the occasion of 
the light heavyweight cham- 
pionship match between Joey 
Maxim and Archie Moore, many 
of the same group who were in 
Philadelphia brought up the 
dispute again and, do you know 
what? Nobody had changed 
his mind since. Those who 
thought Charles won still think 
so.

The ones of black-painted card- 
board were more economical] and 
had only one drawback: after mild 
use the paint wore off and writ- 
ing became illegible. , 

Such are the: skeletons in the 
academic closet that are coming 
to light now that the university, 
barely aware of an underprivi- 
leged infancy, celebrates its cen- 
tennial with a student body of 
11,500 and assets exceeding $57,- 
000,000. Along with more signifi- 
cant milestones, they have been 
compiled by Dr. Alexander S. 
Langsdorf, dean emeritus of the 
schools of engineering and archi- 
tecture, for his forthcoming his- 
tory, “The Story of Washington 
University.” 

Though the school was founded 
100 years ago next Feb. 22, it 
was then, strictly speaking, non- 
existent. The date marks the 
day when State Senator Wayman 
Crow, a St. Louis merchant, re- 
ceived a charter for what he 
called Eliot Seminary in honor 
of a Unitarian minister, the Rev. 
William Greenleaf Eliot, who 
had been talking with some civic 
leaders about starting an educa- 
tional institution. 

Senator Crow applied for the 
charter without consulting any- 
body—legend says he saw an ap- 
plication blank in Jefferson City 
one day and decided to fill it 
out—and for a full year nobody 
did anything about it. 

Then the 17 incorporators, only 
two of whom had ever attended 
college, decided to start evening 
classes, largely for recently ar- 
rived immigrants who needed 
drill in the Three Rs. St. Louis 
schools were none too substantial 
in those days, the first high 
school, Central, also dating back 
to °53. 

The evening school was called 
the O’Fallon Institute. Total ex- 
penée for the first year was $883. 


On Feb. 22, 1854, there was an- 
other board meeting. Rev. Eliot 
had objected to the use of his 
name for the school—he was 
modest and the name didn't 
strike him as sufficiently sym- 
bolic—when someone took a look 
at the calendar and recalled that 
the charter bore the same date 
as Washington’s birthday. So they 
named the place after the first 
President. 

The 1859 semester closing ex- 
ercises showed education in full 
sway: 22 speeches were delivered 
by students, including one in 
Latin and four in French and 
German, interlarded with musical 
renditions and three very neces- 
sary intermissions. 

The Civil War brought the 
school’s first hard fight for life. 
Faculty salaries were slashed 
drastically. New teachers were 
frankly advised they would be 
paid only as long as means might 
last. Yet the first graduating 
class—all of five scholars—made 
.the grade in ’62. | 

Higher education then, of 


Washington University’s first 
woman - graduate, Phoebe W. 
Couzins, LL.B., ’71, a beautiful 
and talented gir] student. Phoebe, 
whose father had been a spy for 
the Union Army, may have been 
the first licensed woman lawyer 
in the country. She certainly was 
the first woman to become a 
United States marshal and when 
she died in destitution in 1913— 
after stumping for William Jen- 
nings Bryan, for temperance and 
then against prohibition—the sil- 
ver marshal’s badge was buried 
with her. 
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XTRA-CURRICULAR activity 
Fi was limited during the univer- 

sity’s adolescence. An Irving 
Union Debating Society was 
formed in 1858 but athletics were 
apparently not quite respectable. 
Only toward the turn of the cen- 
tury was there a student-operated 
athletic association with a faculty 
treasurer to pay bills. The football 
expenses usually included sizable 
amounts for chewing gum, said to 
be vital for keeping the players’ 
mouths moist. At the end of one 
season, possibly by no co-inci- 
dence, the student manager blos- 
somed out in a magnificent over- 
coat with beaver collar and cuffs. 


The first organization openly 
devoted to monkey business was 
“The Ugly Club,” which spon- 
sored shows to let off steam 
after examinations. Professors 
and students were lampooned 
mercilessly and the faculty finally 
outlawed these affairs when the 
skits got. tod rough. This, of 
course, was still around the ’70s 
and ’80s when the dean of the 
law school served without pay 
and the whole college was com- 
fortably housed in a single build- 
ing at the southwest corner of 
Seventeenth street and Washing- 
ton avenue. 


Historian Langsdorf, who be- 
came the university's first profes- 
sor of electrical engineering, ar- 
rived on the campus as a student 
in '94 when the student body of 
the college numbered about 120. 
Now 74, the dean is the only sur- 
viving educator to remember one 
of the university’s oddest teachers,

“Americans,” every- 
body else being a “Usonian,” a 
word derived from ‘‘United States 
of America.” 

With a top salary of $2500 
year, Prof. Waterhouse Jived. the 
life of a near-pauper ahd when 
he died in 1902 the university 
paid his funeral expenses. Shortly 
afterward it was found that he 
had amassed, by shrewd invest- 
ments, an estate of $172,000 and 
had left $25,000 of it to the uni- 
versity. 

There was a string to the be- 
quest: it was to be invested at 
compound interest gor 100 years 
or until reaching $1,000,000. At 
present the Waterhouse fund, once 
down to $10,000 during the de- 
pression, is carried on university 
books at about $135,000. 

* * * 

HE year Prof. Waterhouse died 
was also the year when the 
university found itself quite 
literally homeless. Building on 
its present site had begun in 1899 
and three years later the Seven- 
teenth street location was sold. 

At just about that time the di- 
rectors of the 1904 World’s Fair 
decided that the western half of 
Forest Park would not quite hold 
their undertaking and the uni- 
versity, of necessity eager for in- 
come, leased its 11 still unused 
buildings tc the fair for $700,000. 
So for two years W.U. was 
crammed into an ancient struc- 
ture just vacated, providentially, 
by Mary Institute at Twenty- 
seventh and Locust. 

The fair’s money was enough to 
build a library, a physics build- 
ing, a chemistry building afid a 
dormitory, but. when the great 
exhibition ended the campus was 
in sad shape. Fair President Da- 
vid R. Francis, ex-Mayor, ex-Gov- 
ernor and "Washington U. gradu- 
ate of '76, had had his office in 
200 Brookings Hall and Dean 
Langsdorf recalls that in the of- 
fice next door, where Francis en- 
tertained, the plaster was pock- 
marked with black stains where 
visitors had struck matches to 
light cigars, and over the whole 
place hovered the intriguing but 
unscholastic odor of stale cham- 
pagne. 

When school opened on the hill 


a 


fights broke out at W.U. be- 

fore the move to the uptown 
campus. The most persistent war- 
fare, between freshman and soph- 
omore classes, started as free-for- 
alls after annual inter-class hand- 
ball tournaments, growing succes- 
sively bloodier and turning into 
army-style battles with upper 
classmen as generals. Operations 
began at midnight and lasted all 
night, with girl students furnish- 
ing hot dogs and coffee. The idea 
was for the freshmen to capture 
the sophomore class flag. 


One year the flag was hidden 
on an island in an artificial lake 
left behind by the Coast Guard’s 
World Fair exhibit. It was win- 
ter, but the ice on the lake 
was thin and various freshmen 
were drenched and developed 
pneumonia. About 1912, when the 
flag was hoisted on a greased pole 
which was suspended in a boiler 
tank which, in turn, was hanging 
from a heavily guarded tree, it 
was decided that the whole busi- 
ness was just too silly. Class bat- 
tles were abolished in favor of 
the annual freshman-sophomore 
tug-of-war which is still faithfully 
held. 

A faculty member who felt the 
sting of student ire was the fa- 
mous Prof. Alexander Chessin, 
brilliant, Russian-born mathemati- 
cian who was inclined to be impa- 
tient with undergraduate ignor- 
ance and customarily “flunked” 
more than half his charges, usu- 
ally slashing their “blue books” 
with outraged splotches of red 
ink and unkind comments. 

One year a student show took 
the form of a‘circus. The prize 
exhibit was a wild animal tent 
featuring a wagon with iron bars. 
Within, a black-bearded figure 
raged in a Tarzan outfit, dipping 
into a barrel marked “red ink.” 

Prof. Chessin paid his dime to 
see the show and then good- - 
naturedly paid the admissions of 
his friends, too, but it is not re- 
corded that his teaching practices 
ever mellowed. 

Somewhere in that distant past 
there was another temperamental 
campus character, Otto Heller, 
professor of German. And one 
day an inspired student inscribed 
upon a blackboard: “Positive, Hell; 
comparative, Heller; superlative, 
Chessin.” 

By then, student activities were 
bursting out all over. Thyrsus, the 
dramatic society, rigged up_ its 
first theater in the Physics build- 
ing and Fannie Hurst, the first 
president of the brand-new Mc- 
Millan Hall dormitory, was Thyr- 
sus vice president in ‘07, ‘08 
and °09, starring in many of the 
plays. Fannie was a buxom girl 
in those days, long before she be- 
came a big name author, a loyal 
W.U, alumnus — and very thin 
indeed. 

Campus customs, as everybody 
knows, have changed since the 
early days, but shortly before 
World War I freshmen were still 
prohibited .from smoking pipes 
and wearing derby hats, and they 
had to take rear seats in chapel.

@ 1SUPPOSE the two most valuable qualities for the natu- 


 yalist are curiosity and the ability to observe accurately, though 


one isn’t of much account without the other. We've known 
many a woodsman, lover of wildflowers and amateur ornithol- 
‘ogist who was a keen observer, yet never had the curiosity to 
ask “why?” and thus failed to get the most from his outdoor 
interest. Put the two qualities together, however, and even 
the amateur finds a new world opening, with plenty of fields 
for serious research if so inclined. An example can be given 
by relating some observations made this autumn on the actual 
‘range of our coveys of bobwhite quail. The thing started with 
a single covey which I’ve found using the same bit of terri- 


tory for seven successive hunting seasons. 
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Home base for these bobwhites is the edge of a 
field that slopes steeply up to Buford mountain, and 
the reason for their survival isn’t hard to find. On the 
rise, whether or not they happen to be shot at, their 
initial flight invariably carries them high up into the 
rocky, tangled thickets of hickory, thorn and high- 
bush huckleberry on the mountainside where few 
hunters have the hardihood to follow. During the 
years, Mike and I have probably found these birds on 
30 occasions and have come to know them well. 
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@ THEIR FEEDING RANGE exten’s each season from Stan’s 
fields an eighth-mile south to Charlie’s fence an eighth-mile 
north. On Charlie’s side is a rock bottom almost without 
‘cover which the quail seem never to cross. On Stan’s side 
‘there is almost always a patch of corn, beans or small grain 
‘to serve as feeding ground. Also there is plenty of lespedeza 
‘and little ragweed in the big field where the birds roost, but 
‘only on one or two occasions has Mike pointed the covey 
more than an eighth-mile west of their roosting ground. On 
this side, in fact, their range slightly overlaps that of another 
‘covey. 

| One other characteristic of these bobwhites is worth 
‘noting. Just to the northwest of where often find them is a 
Gense half-acre thicket covering a granite outcrop. Yet even 
when we flush the birds at its very edge, they never fly to it 
‘but always head for the mountain. We've concluded that 
through the generations they have learned the thicket just. 
isn’t large enough in extent to make a safe refuge, since if 


they are flushed a second time they must leave it. We've de- 
cided, moreover, that the normal range of this covey is a 
_quarter-mile from north to south and slightly more than this 
from west to east. And the same holds true within close 
-Mmits for the seven or eight other coveys we've observed this 
‘autumn, There are days when,. generally for reasons of 
‘weather, we can’t find birds no matter how hard we search. 
Most often we miss them, I think, when they’ve taken refuge 
“im the woods; and one covey, we know, has been shot out and 
wanished, though not from our hunting. But I’m still con- 
vinced that the birds are almost always there, somewhere 
within the limits of their normal range.

on TV today, this coup is looked upon as a hot one in trade 
eircles. The job of getting these two elusive gents together 
for any kind of a publicity stunt is regarded as a minor 
miracle in itself and Phil Pemberton, head of the studio's 
trailer department, accomplished the feat only by careful ad- 
vance planning and by the admitted use of several “spies,” 
who tracked the two around hour by hour on the day set for 
the shots. 

That everything was schemed out to the very last detail 
is attested by the speed with which the series was made—in 
exactly 40 minutes. This included a change of costume by 
both performers for each :£ the seven shorts.

Story Told in ‘The Last Resorts’

S AN old Newporter recently put it: 


“American Society is 


A: thing of the past; the ‘400’ has been marked down to $3.98.” 
The American Society the gentleman was referring to 
was, of course, the rich society that centered largely in the Eastern 
cities and spilled over into such de luxe resorts as Newport, Bar 
Harbor, Southampton, Narragansett Pier, Saratoga and Palm Beach 


during the appropriate seasons. 
the Astors, Vanderbilts, 


Stuyvesant Fishes, 


It was the society dominated by 


Bakers, Morgans, 


Lorillards et al; the society that lived in 100-room marble “cottages” 
and gave monkey dinners. It was a member of this society, the 


first John Jacob Astor, who once said: 
is as well off as if he were rich.” 


This particular group has felt 
the full force of the economic 


changes that have been going on 


in America during the last 25 
years. High taxes and high costs 
have taken the starch out of high 
life. The big houses where the 
big parties were given are being 
turned into public buildings or 
torn down. Likewise, ‘the play- 
grounds of the rich have lost their 
fabulous character and have be- 


come the playgrounds in many 
instances for everybody because 
the price is right for the many 
as well as the few. 

What has happed to the “400” 
and what used to happen to it 
before it was marked down is 
the subject of a history written 
by Cleveland Amory, author of 
“The Proper Bostonians,” and 
published by Harper and Broth- 
ers under the title “The Last 
Resorts.” There were- many 
such resorts and in some of 
them the remnants of the Old 
Guard are still carrying on. 

Of all the world famous wat- 
ering places, however, Newport 
was undoubtedly the one with the 
greatest reputation, both among 
the upper crust and the curious 
multitudes who read about them 
in the Sunday supplements. Fifty 
years ago a ball at Newport 
would cost $200,000—or about 
$500,000 in today’s currency. Din- 
ners cost plenty, too, and were 
cooked and served by a house- 
hold staff in each instance. Both 
Mrs. Ogden Mills and Mrs. El- 
bridge Gerry “used to boast they 
could give a dinner for a hun- 
dred without- calling in extra 
help.” There were hand-painted 
place cards at every place and a 
footman in knee breeches for 
every two guests.

$6 N-course dinners were 
T eaten off solid gold serv- 
ices,” Amory writes. “At 
one dinner a stream flowed 
down the middle of the table 
on which ‘vivid fish swam pleas- 
antly’; at another there was 
a cage in the center of the table 
filed with parrots of ‘singular 
hues and utterances.’ At still an- 
other the center of the table was 
covered with sand; at each place 
was a small sterling silver pail 
and a matching shovel. At a given 
signal half a hundred guests dug 
frantically into the sand in front 
of them for their favors—thou- 
sands of dollars worth of rubies, 
sapphires, emeralds and dia- 
monds.” 
The fabled “monkey dinner” 
actually did take place. A monkey 
attired in full evening dress was 


-introduced to the assembled com- 


pany as Prince del Drago of Cor- 
sica. The Dogs’ Dinner was al- 
most as widely reported. On this 
occasion a dining table was taken 
from its foundations and placed 
on foot-high trestles. The guests 
were 100 dogs, most of them in 
fancy dress. The menu was stewed 
liver, rice, fricasee of bones and 
shredded dog biscuit. Why no dog 
wine was served was never ex- 
plained. 

Monumental and _ whimsical 
spending wg oy in every phase 
of Newport life. Fairman Rogers 
of Philadelphia ‘threw a magnifi- 
cent Persian rug on his lawn and 
ordered an army of gardeners to 
reproduce it in exact detail of 
color and shapes when planting 
the shrubbery, trees and ground 
coverage. William Fahnestock 
from Harrisburg hung artificial 
fruit of 14-carat gold from the 
trees of his Newport estate. 

Even millions, however, couldn’t 
always insure perfection. 
lavish costume ball a guest and 
his wife arrived and told the 
announcing footman -that they 
were “Henry IV and a Norman 
peasant.” The footman shouted: 
“Henry the Fourth and an enor- 
mous pheasant.”

port made the eyes of visiting 
foreigners fairly jump from their 
heads. “I have never dreamed of 
such luxury as I have seen at 
Newport,” said Grand Duke Boris, 
brother-in-law of Czar Nicholas 
II. ‘We have nothing to equal it 
in Russia.” 
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EWPORT’S social reputation 

goes back to the eighteenth 

century but it was not until 
the last quarter of the nineteenth 
century, when the New York con- 
tingent took over, that its social 
life became a gala production. 
From about 1888 through the turn 
of the century, Mrs. William 
Waldorf Astor was the reigning 
hostess. Even before her death in 
1908, the Great Triumvirate— 
Mrs. Herman Oelrichs, Mrs. O. H. 
P. Belmont and Mrs. Stuyvesant 


Fish started running the show. 
Belmont was a Mobile’ 


Mrs. 
(Ala.) girl named Alva Smith and 
her first husband was William K. 
Vanderbilt. Between her divorce 
—the first of her circle—and her 
marriage to Belmont, she married 
off her daughter Consuelo to the 
Duke of Marlborough. The latter 
is now Mrs. Jacques Balsan. 


“I forced my daughter to 
marry the Duke,” Mrs. Vander- 
built testified years afterward. 
“When I issued an order, nobody 
discussed it. I therefore did not 
beg, but ordered her to marry the 
Duke.” 


After marrying Oliver Hazard 
Perry Belmont in 1896, the girl 
from Alabama—then 43—started 
on her second career. As Mrs. 
Vanderbilt, she had built “Mar- 
ble House” at a cost of several 
million dollars, and after a long 
career in which “society” was 
mixed’ with “good works” she 
went into the suffrage movement. 
She became so imbued with the 
importance and dignity of woman- 
hood that she is reported to have 
told a § faltering suffragette: 
“Brace up my dear. Just pray to 
God. SHE will help you.” 

Mrs. Fish, was not nearly as 
rich as Mrs. Belmont. She was 
not a beauty and she had little 
schooling. Her driving tempera-

ment and her corrosive wit made 
her rather formidable to friend 
and foe, however. She had orig- 
inal ideas about the social amen- 
ities too. For one thing she hated 
dinners that lasted two and three 
hours. Hers were served in 40 to 
50 minutes. Her record was an 
eight-course dinner served in 30 
minutes. During the fish course 
one of her guests took a bone 
from his mouth and before he 
could put it down the meat course 
was in front of him. 


In greeting her guests, Mrs. 
Fish would sometimes say: ‘““Make 
yourselves at home” and then 
add, “Nobody wishes you were 
there more than I do.” To an- 
other she said: “Oh, I'd quite 
forgotten I’d asked you.” Her in- 
sults were famous but she was 
mhuch courted and her parties, 
though contrived with a much 
smaller budget than those of her 
rivals, always had a spirit and a 
bloom. : 

Mrs. Fish’s Newport House is 
now unoccupied and in 1952 its 
furnishings were sold at auction. 
Newport still has a summer sea- 
son but its extravagance and its 
grandeur are gone. In 1925, its 10 
largest “cottages” were assessed 
for $2,773,000. In 1950 they were 
assessed for $823,000 and only 
four of them were in private 
hands and tax producing. 


' Many of the habitual sojourners 
at Newport also contributed no- 
tably to the smell of big money 
at Palm Beach, for many years 
the smartest and most exclusive 
of the Florida winter resorts. £o- 
cieties at the two places were 
never identical, the two groups 
merely overlapped and Philadel- 
phia rather than New York has 
supplied the most influential so- 
cial leadership, at Palm Beach. 
And Palm Beach was also much 
faster in several ways. Alexan- 
der Phillips, a famous resort 
bachelor, gave a clue to the be- 
havioristic pattern of the place 
when he complained that he nev- 
er had much success at Palm 
Beach in comparison with New- 
port and Bar Harbor. “I did not 
drink,” he explained briefly, ‘and 
I had no wife to exchange.” 


Phillips was exaggerating, to be 
sure, but there was enough truth 
in his implied rebuke to make the 
marital relationships of the va- 
rious Palm Beach denizens quite 
confusing even to those in the 
know. 


In order to get the record

straightened out for the benefit 
of all concerned, Fortune maga- 
zine published a set of tables 
showing the successive husbands 
of the perennial Palm Beach 
brides such as Marjorie Merri- 
weather Post Close Hutton Davies 
and the wives of popular bride- 
grooms, such as A. J. Drexel Bid- 
dle Jr. 
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HE social history of Palm 
T Beach is divided in two grand 

phases. The first was initiated 
in. 1894 when Henry Morrison 
Flagler, the Standard Oil and 
railroad magnate, built the Royal 
Poiniciana Hotel, then the largest 
in the world. It had accommoda- 
tions for 1750 guests, seven miles 
of hallways and a dining room 
big enough to seat 2000 people at

one time. Flagler set out to build 
a playground and succeeded, for 
he not only created the town of 
Palm Beach but West Palm 
Beach as well, the latter being 
designed “for the help.” Roads 
and paths were put through the 
jungles, several other hotels were 
built and after a while wooden 
cottages began to spring up. 

Next to Flagler, the most im- 
portant figure in early Palm 
Beach was Col. Edward Bradley 
whose gambling casino—installed 


ina chaste-looking white clap- 


board building—became famous 
all over the world. The limits at 
Bradley's were higher than at 
Monte Carlo. John Studebaker, 
the automobile manufacturer, lost 


$200,000 in one evening, accord-. 


ing to Amory, and in the poker 
game a single white chip was 
worth $10,000. 
, YY =a = 

ALM BEACH was smart and 
Poretty in the Flagler era but its 

domestic architecture was quite 
modest compared with what it be- 
came during the period that start- 
ed with the first World War. Its 
transformation was brought about 
largely by Paris Singer and Addi- 
son Mizner, two characters of dis- 
tinguished personality and wide- 
spread renown. Singer was one 
of 25 children sired by Isaac 
Singer, the sewing ‘machine na- 
bob. Paris received his name be- 
cause he was born in the French 
caiptal. 

Paris received a large share of 
the sewing machine fortune and 
being, in the bargain, tall, blond 
and full-bearded, was the answer 
to a maiden’s prayer. The maiden 
who figured most prominently in 
Singer’s life during his Palm 
Beach phase was the dancer, Isa- 
dora Duncan. 

Addison Mizner of San Francis- 
co was an architect with an inter- 
national reputation as a “resort 
sport.” He had searched for art 
treasures in Spain, prospected for 
gold in Alaska and at one time or 
another was a resident of Guate- 
mala, Hawaii, China and Austra- 
lia. He was also the brother of 
Wilzon Mizner, a famous wit. 

Mizner’s largest private cottage 
in Palm Beach was—and still is— 
“Playa Reinte,” built for the late 
Joshua Cosden, an oil operator 
who was reported to be worth 
$75,000,000 when he was 38 years 
old. When he died he was “broke”; 
that is, he left scarcely a million 
dollars. 

“Playa Reinte” has a rug with 
raised flowers on it which is val- 


ued today at $500,000, but its 
outstanding feature is its ball- 
room which overhangs the ocean 
and is decorated with nine big 
paintings by Jose Sert, the Span- 
ish muralist. Mrs. Cosden sold 
“Playa Reinte” to Mrs. Horace 
Dodge of Detroit in 1925—two 
years after it was built—and made 
; a dollars profit on the 
eal. 
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LM BEACH is still a lively 
Pina. in many ways a luxurious 
resort but the old-timers say 
it’s nothing like it used to be 
in the twenties. It’s hard to 
keep the big establishments go- 
ing; moreover many people with 
no claim to “exclusiveness” in 
the old Palm Beach sense have 
cottages—real cottages—there and 
thousands of tourists with no 
pretensions either to wealth or 
social register distinction visit 
the place every year, winter and 
summer. 
Reacting against this invasion 
of the masses, a number of ex- 
Palm Beachites established a 
colony at Hobe Sound a few miles 
north of Palm Beach. Hobe Sound 
goes in for simplicity and ex- 
clusiveness. Prominent families 
that winter there are the Pryors 
from Greenwich, Conn., the Ar- 
mours from Chicago, the Fords 
from Detroit and others. Hobe 
Sound has one moving picture 
theater and that’s the extent of 
its night life. 
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MORY pays his respects to 
A: number of other famous re- 

sorts — Bar Harbor, Saratoga, 
Tuxedo Park, Hot Springs, Vir- 
ginia and several others in his 
book. The story is the same ih 
most of them. Spectacular dis- 
plays of wealth are largely 
phenomena of the past. The big 
spenders who can still be seen 
giving .parties in Miami, for 
instance, are doing it on “ex- 
pense accounts” and the “hotel 
society” is flashy but sporatic and 
transient. 

Famous personages still go to 
resorts, of course. The Duke and 
Duchess of Windsor are regular 
visitors to Palm Beach and White 
Sulphur in West Virginiw and 
they are the guests in both place 
of Robert R. Young, the railroad 
magnate. Women guests at the 
Young parties in both places al- 
ways curtsy to the Duke. On 


‘the whole, though, the resort life 


of the millionaires as it was in 
the first quarter of the century 
was a product of the pre-income 
tax age. And Amory’s book is 
a memorial to Its incredible 
spenders. 

In closing his book Amory takes 
up a new type of resort which 
may be the pattern for the last 
half of this century. This is Palm 
Springs, the California oasis 
which looks upon Joan Crawford 
or Ginger Rogers in much the 
way the old Newport regarded 
Mrs. Vanderbilt. The movie 
aristocracy still dominates Palm 
Springs though other elements 
are moving in. Palm Springs has 
been described in verse by 
Johnny Boyle the cowboy min- 
strel, as follows: 


Oh give me a home 
Where the millionaires roam, 
And the dear little glamor girls 
play— 
Where seldom is heard 
An intelligent word 
And we round up the dollars 
all day. 


Space Travel —

Tested Communications Method Between Earth and Moon

HEN the first space travel- 
Wes land on the moon, Earth 

will soon know—for a tested 
communications method will flash 
news of their arrival. 

At least the method has been 
tested—by United States Army 
Signal Corps in New Jersey, and 
again in 1947 by scientists in 
Australia. 

Other nations have successfully 
made similar tests. United States 
scientists have been experiment- 
ing ever since 1946—but not re- 
vealing any further developments 
for security reasons. 

This communication is called 
“bouncing” the waves and simply 
means that a radio impulse 
reaches the moon in such strength 
that it reflects back to earth and 
records on radar receivers. 

George O. Smith, radio re- 
search engineer, believes the 
three centimeter radar signals 
will be an ideal wave to communi- 


—— 


enough to prevent them from 
being masked by the water varor 
absorption bands in the atmos- 
phere. 


Smith has pointed out that 
availability of equipment is an- 
other excellent reason to use ra- 
dar. So much equipment is sur- 
plus. Its long use proves its 
worth. x 


Many operators skilled in using 
this equipment are also avail- 
able.

SCIENTISTS are figuring out 
how much power the transmitting 
stations on earth have. According 
to Smith the standard six-foot dish 
antenna used in radar work is 
large enough to transmit the sig- 
nal and receive it. 

Instead of AM—amplitude mod- 
ulation — which is used in your 


- present radio, FM — frequency 


modulation—is planned. A trans- 
mitter with a power output of 
three-tenths of a watt can 
send a signal to the moon. Three- 
tenths of a watt is about the 
power which is consumed in 
three cell flashlight. 

This means that radio communh- 
ication is the one which can be 
achieved with the least output of 
power. Imagine someone on the 
moon waving a flashlight on the 
surface and picture trying to see 
this, even with @ powerful tele-

scope. The answer is—you can’t. 
Yet this same power as a radio 
signal can be heard at a distance 
of 240,000 miles. 

Smith points out that voice 
communication is an inefficient 
way of communicating from the 


back to the moon 


message can be checked against 
the original for error. 

In fact, if teletype is used the 
signal power advantage can be 
raised by a factor of about 25 
which means that the transmit- 
ter’s power output can be as low 
as 100th of a watt. The advan- 
tage here is gained because enun- 
ciation ceases to be important; 
only pulses will be transmitted 
for the signal.

WHILE THE POWER for intel- 
ligence transmission to the moon 
can be very low, when we get out 
into distance space power require- 
ments get severe. In the case of 
Mars a 7000-watt transmitter must 
be used to get the signal across 
the space frontier. Since Mars 
is one of the closest planets to 
the earth, the power requirements 
get out of hand as we recede fur- 
ther and further from the earth. 
Actually the signal falls off as 
the square of the distance—that 
is, if a planet is twice as far away 
four times the signal strength is 
required. 

For this reason if a space ship 
ever gets to Pluto, the outermost 


planets will not be a snap. The 


signal will have to be aimed, not 
where we see the planet, but 
where the planet will be when 
the signal gets there. 

In the case of the nearer plan- 
ets this distance will not be too 
great. To get to Mars, roughly 
40 million miles from the earth, 
the signal will have to travel 
about 215 seconds. But in 215 
seconds Mars will have moved 
only 3000 miles. However, when 
Mars is on the other side of 
the sun, and 235 million miles 
away, the radio signal will take 
1250 seconds to get there and 
Mars will have moved more than 
18,000 miles in this time. 

With outer planets this dis- 
tance assumes respectable pro- 

portions. Uranus, as an example 
- about 1700 million miles from 
the earth. A radio signal takes 
about three hours to get to 
Uranus and in three hours 
Uranus has moved over 42,000 
miles. 

While these distances appear 
large the change in position of 
the planet as seen from the — 
is slight. A choice will have to 
be made whether to pinpoint the 
target with a concentrated radio 
beam and worry about the posi- 
tion of the planet or use a radio 
beam with a fair beam spread 
to make sure the target is being 
covered.

This Is Your Life reconstructs 
somebody's life from front to 
back. By some ingenuity, Ed- 
wards lures on stage an individual 
who has no idea what is in 
store. Let’s say the individual is 
(as it was recently) Sara Berner, 
the girl*who plays most of the 
dialect parts on radio. Miss Ber- 
ner had been enticed down there 
ostensibly to take part in some 
monkeyshines about a_ lipstick 
commercial. To be specific, she 
smothered Edwards in kisses to 
demonstrate that the lipstick 
doesn’t smear. 

That part of Miss Berner’s 
career out of the way, Edwards 
told her it was her life that was 
on the fare that night.

Theory Course 
For Public School 
Students

HE Department of Music at 
i Washington University has 
undertaken an unusual activi- 
ty this year in connection with 
music instruction in the public 
high schools of the St. Louis area. 
course in the theory of music, 
ith classes held on Saturday 
morning, is being conducted for 
the benefit of about 65 high 
school students from the greater 
city and results so far have en- 
couraged the teachers of the 
classes to believe that it will be 
@ permanent and growing feature 
of the department's work. 


Plans for the course were 
worked out last spring by Leigh 
Gerdine, head of the department, 
and Lewis B. Hilton who teaches 
music education. Knowing that 
the music curricula of the public 
schools did not allow for much 
theoretical instruction Gerdine 
proposed to the various high 
schools in St. Louis, St. Louis 
county and the East Side (Illinois) 
that selected students be sent to 
the university for that purpose.. 


Even though it was understood 
that no fee was to be charged, 
Messrs. Gerdine and Hilton were 
surprised at the response. They 
expected about 20. When more 
than 80 applied it was necessary 
to eliminate those improperly pre- 
pared, grade the others according 
to their musical training an@ then 
separate them into three classes. 
Hilton teaches one group, Ken- 
neth Schuler, assistant music di- 
rector of the Municipal Opera and 
a graduate student in the depart- 
ment, takes a second and Clark 
Mitze, in charge of band instruc- 
tion, the third. All of the en- 
rolled students have had some 
contact with music but in most 
cases it is applied music, that is, 
they are studying instruments. 


oe eet: 


THE CLASSES began on Sat- 
urday, October 4. This, of course, 
is a holiday for high school stu- 
dents and nobody would have 
been surprised if some of the boys 
and girls had dropped out once 
they found out how much work 
was involved. For instruction in 
theory—even at its beginning 
stages—requires unremitting con- 
centration since the student must 
use both his eyes and his ears in 
co-ordination and interpret what 
he sees and hears with his mind. 


At one of the recent classes 
that I “audited” for a little while 
Hilton was putting the students 
through ear training and exercises 
in taking dictation. It was the 
youngest group of the three and 
the one with the least training. 
Playing a note on the piano, and 
identifying it as G, Hilton then 
played a second and asked the 
class to tell him the note and the 
interval. A sotto voce murmur 
indicated that the students were 
running up the scale vocally in 
order to identify the new note. 
This was allowed, I was told, in 
the beginning stages and would 
be found unnecessary after 
enough practice. 


x * * 


HILTON TOLD the students 
that what they were working 
toward was an instantaneous and 
virtually an instinctive recogni- 
tion of any chord that was heard. 
They would come to recognize in- 
tervals and chords, he said, just 
as they would the face of a 
friend. After that the group was 
asked to identify major, minor, 
augmented and diminished chords. 
A few students had trouble in dis- 
tinguishing between minor and 
diminished chords, but this was 
also a difficulty that would clear 
up after a little practice. 


The class set down om paper 
@ simple melody played on the 
piano, worked at supplying har- 
monies vocally and then harmon- 
ized it on paper. Students were 
warned to avoid parallel progres- 
gions or unresolved dissonances. 
They were to learn the academic 
rules in order to know how to 
break them later. 


Each Saturday's period of in- 
struction ends with a short lec- 
ture recital given by one of the 
music department faculty.

N A RECENT MIDNIGHT, staid old Brentano's Book Store in New York, 
usually closed by 5:30 p.m., was doing a rushing business. Behind 
a long row of counters in the Rare Books Department, customers saw, 
instead of the usual clerks, such celebrated faces as those of Helen Hayes, 
Beatrice Lillie, Shirley Booth, Uta Hagei,, Lillian Gish, Bert Lahr. Custom- 
ers with longer memories of the theater could spot stars of other days, 
including Hazel Dawn and Fritzi Scheff. In all, there were 22 actresses 
and actors. 

Occasion for the unusual activity was a mass autographing party to 
launch a new book about the theater—Daniel Blum’s “Great Stars of the 
American Stage.” In the book business, autographing parties have be- 
come fairly routine promotional devices. At most such affairs, tea and 
cookies are served to a rather reserved assemblage while the author sits 
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to use only

(The butcher will usually do 
this for a customer. The backbone may be used later for 
seasoning beans, soup or sauerkraut, and the tenderloin may

The chef brings the ends of the rack together and circles 
the roast with two rows of heavy cord. The rib tips are 
stripped of meat to make them resemble the points of a crown. 
The roast is placed in a large open pan and surrounded with 

, sliced carrots, celery and onions to flavor the gravy. Meat 
and vegetables are sprinkled with salt and pepper and baked 
in a 350-degree oven, 25 to 30 minutes being allowed for each 
pound of meat. A small amount of water is added after 
meat has turned a good brown color. 

Flour and water are blended together to make a thin 
paste for thickening the gravy left in the pan after the roast 
is taken out. Rib ends of the roast are decorated with paper 
frills or silver foil.

Trend Toward Modern in St. Louis Houses of Worship 
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Christ Memorial Lutheran Church at Reavis and Tesson Ferry 
roads in Affton was completed in December, 1950, as the first 
unit of a larger church contemplated for the future. The present 
structure houses a chapel with a seating capacity of 200 persons, 
an apartment for the pastor and his family, and a basement 
with kitchen facilities.

A marked departure from traditional ecclesiastical architecture is 
St. Ann‘s Catholic Church at 7532 Natural Bridge road in Nor- 
mandy.

last March. Still to be erected are a free-standing bell tower in 
front of the church, and a baptistry adjacent to the entrance at 
right.

ODERN trends in architecture are evident in an increasing number of 
newer church structures in the St. Louis area. The influence of the — 
ornate, massive or towering styles of the romanesque, Gothic and 

colonial churches is giving way to simpler, more geometric lines in keep 
ing with the contemporary mood. Architects are attempting, in modern 
materials, to express the spirit of religion in terms of today’s spiritual as 
well as functional needs. 

Throughout its history religious architecture has been affected by 
both the moods and engineering necessity of the times. The romanesque 
and Gothic types of church that so long influenced ecclesiastical structures 
evolved from a desire for magnificent, monumental houses of worship 
whose subdued, often gloomy interiors stressed the mystical. To achieve 
size with the great blocks of stone, flying buttresses, great arches, and 
supporting columns were necessary. 

Today’s mood, materials and engineering methods permit a greater 
efreedom of expression.

. crat. It took courage then, as now, to hold unpopular convictions. 

But in thundering its convictions, the Unterrified Democrat upheld 

the view that later prevailed—a more liberal constitution was 
adopted in 1875. 

For 86 years, members of the Zevely family have continued 
getting out the U.D., as it is familiarly known in Osage County. 
After the founder's death, it was published, in succession, by his 
widow, his daughter, a nephew, a brother-in-law, his son and the 
son's widow. The latter, Mrs. Ida M. Zevely, still serves as secre- 
tary of the firm, but it is her son, William Lebbeus Zevely, who 
now is the editor. 

Publishing a country paper, unterrified or otherwise, is a 
many-sided business. The rural editor seldom can keep regular 
hours. He looks after the broad aspects of the firm's operations, 
but he sells ads, too, takes “personals” over the telephone, writes 
lead stories and editorials, keeps contact with outlying correspond- 
ents, covers county and town news sources, supervises putting the 

together, reads proofs, does some typesetting and collects 
the bills. If he is a person of strong convictions, he still can exert 
an influence out of all proportion to his paper’s circulation. 

Like many other country éditors, the contemporary Zevely 
has added photography to his chores. When a Linn family builds 
a new house, the UD. runs a picture of it. When a farmer — 
a good stand of corn, he is portrayed holding an ear in each hand. 
Barnwarmin’ queens, men in service, brides, golden wedding cele- 
brants—all the people and things that go into the folksy kind of 
reporting that is the field of hometown hewspapers—eventually 
find themselves lined up in the sights of Zevely's big Graflex and, 
in due time, on the front page.

HE MOST IMPRESSIVE and importont symbols of royalty that will figure 
in the coronation of Queen Elizabeth II on next June 2 are St. Edward's 
Crown, the Imperial State Crown, and the Scepter with Cross. The two 
crowns and scepter are part of Britain's priceless crown jewels, a collection 
that had its start more than 1000 years ago. The jewels are kept under close 
guard in a glass, iron and steel case in the Tower of London—their reposi- 
tory for some 700 years. These pictures of the crowns and scepter are the 
first taken since the coronation of King George VI, Elizabeth's father, in 1937. 

On coronation day the crown jewels will be taken from the Tower to 


Westminster Abbey and placed in charge of peers and high officials. The 


Archbishop of Canterbury, as part of the ceremony, will place them on the 
Abbey altar. At the actual coronation of Elizabeth, the Archbishop will first 
set on her head St. Edward's Crown. He will replace it almost immediately 
—because of its weight—with the State Crown. During the ceremony the 
Queen will take the Scepter with the Cross in her right hand.

The Imperial State Crown, reputed to be the most valuable and beautiful 
crown in the world.

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WILD early morning gun bat- 
tle near New York's busy 
Times Square between po- 
lice and a boastful Cleveland 
gangster resulted in the wound- 
ing of seven men and the solving 
of a number of crimes. Scores of 
pedestrians and motorists in the 
vicinity of Eighth avenue and 
Forty-second street were endan- 
gered when Clarence O. Sims be- 
gan shooting with two automatic 
pistols. Three policemen and 
three s ors were wounded 
before Sims was shot down. 

About 4 a.m., a fist fight be- 
tween a Negro and a white man 
started outside a bar near Eighth 
avenue and Forty-third street. A 
crowd quickly gathered and two 
policemen took the participants 
into custody. At that moment 
Sims and a companion, Cecil 
Johnson, drew up in a convertible 
and pushed their way through the 
crowd. A bystander told Patrol- 
man George McAuliffe, just arriv- 
ing, that Sims was armed. The 
policeman drew his revolver and 
ordered Sims against a wall. 

Sims pulled his automatics 
and opened fire on McAuliffe and 
two other policemen, Robert Knox 
and Richard Conlon, who were 
trying to break up the crowd. Mc- 
Auliffe and Knox fell wounded 
and Conlon’s night stick was 
shot from his hand. Sims ran u 
Eighth avenue, dodging Pomme 4 
the crowd and waving his pistols. 
Two blocks north he encountered 
Policeman James Kane and with- 
out hesitation shot him in the 
chest. Sims was about to get into 
an automobile abandoned by its 
frightened driver when Police- 
man Cornelius O’Shea dropped 
him with two shots. 

Sims’ companion, Johnson, 
was cornered and captured a few 
blocks away. In Sims’ pocket 
was found a list of crimes he ad- 
mitted having committed, includ- 
ing 20 robberies and a Harlem 
killing. Sims and the three po- 
licemen were wounded seriously, 
the three spectators were only 
nicked by bullets.

Michtom set the bear on his candy 
counter. Within a few hours he had 
sold it, and neighborhood parents were 
asking him to make more.

VERY MAN can look back on sleep- 

less nights. I’m 95 now, and I’ve 

had my.share. But I look back on 
one night with special interest. 

It happened when I was a compara- 
tively young man of 54. And, what hap- 
pened that night proved to me that you 
can start out on a second career after 
you’ve had your first. 

It was this way: 

I was already the pastor of one of the 

great churches of the South in Rich- 
mond, Va. But my health was failing.

i Prayed ... 


That night I tossed for hours. Outside, a 
breeze drifted through the trees, occa- 
sionally a dog barked in the distance, 
and I could hear the tardy steps of 
passersby on the street. But in those 
silent hours all I could do was pray and 
hope for guidance. 

@ Then, toward morning, I made my 
decision: go to Greenville. 

When I told my wife, she was happy. 
Then, when I preached my farewell ser- 
mon, I was depressed but I realized that 
the decision was made. 

@ We moved, and later the College be- 
came a part of Furman University, a 
growing, progressive part of the South’s 
educational system. In many ways these 
were the best years of my life—including 
late years when I have served (until re- 
cently) as pastor of Shady Grove Bap- 
tist Church. ~ 

@ I made a great decision on that rest- 
less night. It was a good decision. I hope 
the recollection of it can give others 
strength if they, too, face difficult prob-

SEATTLE, Wash. 

HE KIDS were choosing up for 

a neighborhood basketball 

} game on the school court. 

Two husky young six-foot- 

ers were captains. One by one they 

chose their players. Finally, one cap- 

tain was left with “last pick’”—the 

choice between short frail-looking 

Johnny O’Brien and his twin 

brother, Eddie. Neither looked 
promising. 

The captain was about to choose 
Eddie, when his rival spoke up: 

“Oh, go ahead—take ’em both.” 

So the O’Briens got in the game. 
They also took it over. To the aston- 
ishment of the other nine young- 
sters they began rolling up point 
after point. Soon the “generous” 
captain called a halt. 

“Wait a minute,” he said. “Seems 
we made a mistake. We want to 
choose sides over again.” 

That incident, which happened 
in South Amboy, N. J., was not the 
first time someone had badly under- 
estimated the ability of the O’Brien

PELLY BAY, Canada. 
T MIDNIGHT Wednesday, four 
candles on the altar of a 
chapel here will glow with a 
Special brightness. They will 
be special candles. Red ones 
—for Christmas. 
Father Vandevelde will 


celebrate the midnight High | 


Mass. Kneeling before the altar, members of 
his congregation, some 100 Eskimos, will re- 
spond—in Latin. 

This is how Christmas will be celebrated in 
Canada’s northernmost church-—200 miles 
north of the Arctic Circle. 

The scene will be much the same as it was 
the first time I walked into Father Vande- 
velde’s church on one of my trips to the Arctic. 

With my Eskimo guide, Erktaroklok, I’d 
been slogging north to Pelly Bay for 15 days. 
In a blinding snowstorm one day, I saw a small 
stone building. 

My guide and I pushed in—and found our- 
selves listening to High Mass. At the altar 
' stood a tall, bearded priest — Father Vande- 

~ velde. Now 45, the Arctic priest came here from 
Belgium 17 years ago. 


His Third Visitor 


RKTAROKLOK walked to the altar, knelt 
Ek; and made the sign of the cross. Then he 
took a piece of frozen fish from the fold 
of his parka, cut off slices with his knife and 
stuffed them into his mouth. When he had 
finished, he scraped his palms with his knife 
and licked the knife clean. Meanwhile, Father 
Vandevelde calmly finished the Mass. 
He strode up to me and held out his hand. 
“A visitor from Outside,” he said. “You are 
indeed most welcome. This has been a great 
year for callers. I’ve had three since last 
Christmas. But you’re only the third visitor 
from the Outside I’ve had since 1935.” 
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CHAPEL of granite boulders was built by two priests. 
It now has a radio antenna and a cross of driftwood. 
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Father Vandevelde led me to his snug, cam- 
fortable living quarters off the chapel. As 
“honored guest,” he served me his specialties— 
home-made bread and smoked caribou tongue. 

As we ate, he told me about his lonely life in 
the Arctic. He and another priest, Father 
Henri, had built the mission with their own 
hands, lugging granite rocks from the beach. 

Then, as now, the only connection Pelly Bay 
had with the outside world was by dog sled. 
Supplies and equipment—tons of it—must be 
hauled over the icy wastes from Repulse Bay, 
150 miles to the south. 


‘‘Too Much ice’’ 


OT SO MUCH as a match stick was ever 
brought to Pelly Bay by boat,” Father 
Vandevelde told me. “The biggest boat 

in the bay—a 27-foot whaler—was brought in by 

dog sled. No boat can get here. Too much ice.” 
Some years ago, said the priest, he was alone 
for a stretch of 30 months. Finally, he hitched 
up his dog team and set out for Repulse Bay 
to visit two other priests. 
“It was a 10-day trip each way in 50-below 


| weather,” he said, “but when I got back I felt 


a lot better.” 

Father Vandevelde makes the rounds of his 
“parish”—hundreds of square miles in area— 
by dog team. He has six dogs and has traveled 
more than 10,000 miles Eskimo fashion. He has 
starved, too—Eskimo fashion. 

“Once,” he said, “there were no caribou. Our 
other food was getting low. So we started fish- 
ing through the ice. We fished for nine days in 
vain. Each day, we dug deeper into our limited 
food supply. Then we loaded our last stores on 
the komatik (sled) and started for Repulse 
Bay. The dogs didn’t have a thing to eat—but 
they got us there. 

“I remember another time we were on the 
trail. We knew it was cold, because we were 
leaving vapor trails behind us. It was hard to 
breathe, and we began coughing and spitting 
blood. When we got back to Pelly Bay, we 
found out why: it was 62 below zero.” 


To Hear a Church Bell... 


HEN I left Father Vandevelde about a 
W weer later, he made me take frozen 

salmon and a pound of butter from his 
lean stores. 

“You can repay us by coming to see us 
again,” he said. “Perhaps the next time our 
church will have a bell.” 

He looked across the desolate waste of Pelly 
Bay and said softly: “How wonderful it would 
be to hear a church bell here”...
